ON PHILOSOPHY SINCE THE WAR 


II 
E. W. F. TOMLIN 


WRITING in the periodical Mind in 1952, Isaiah Berlin spoke of ‘the great 
logico-philosophical revolution of the last half-century, initiated by Frege 
and Russell’, and he went on to describe this as ‘perhaps the most complete 
transformation of thought in this field since the seventeenth century’. Berlin 
might have added the names of two more innovators: Ludwig Wittgenstein, 
who came to Cambridge from Vienna as a research student in 1912 and 
with whom Russell maintained close contact until the war of 1914, and the 
Cambridge philosopher G. E. Moore. With Russell’s help, Wittgenstein’s 
Tractatus Logico-Philosophicus was published in 1922 (latest impression 1955, 
Routledge, 20s.). This book has exerted an enormous influence over British 
philosophy. The posthumous Philosophical Investigations, translated and edited 
by G. E. M. Anscombe (1953, Blackwell, 37s.6d.), formed a kind of desultory 
epilogue to the Tractatus. G. E. Moore’s long career has been concerned with 
the liquidation of the Idealist position and the defence of common sense. 
From Neo-Hegelian idealism to what is known as the philosophy of 
analysis is a far cry. Although F. H. Bradley died in 1924 and J. E. McTaggart 
in 1925, their point of view was already alien and even antipathetic to post- 
war students of philosophy, especially at Oxford and Cambridge. The 
transition from one mental climate to the other has been admirably described 
in The Revolution in Philosophy, by A.J. Ayer and others (1956, Macmillan, 
10s.6d.), edited by Gilbert Ryle. Ryle speaks of the movement as being 
characterised by a new sophistication, a growing passion for ratiocinative 
vigour, and also a certain absence of solemnity. Such characteristics are 
by no means absent from Bradley, an almost exact contemporary of Frege, 
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or from McTaggart: the distinguishing mark of analysis is a new attitude 
to philosophy as such. Philosophy is no longer the construction of grandiose 
‘systems’ ; it is, in Wittgenstein’s words, ‘the logical clarification of thoughts’. 

Although certain British thinkers came near to adopting the standpoint of 
Logical Positivism, the majority fought shy of labels. Today it is unusual for 
British thinkers to defend an extreme position. The provocative early works 
of A. J. Ayer gave place in due course to studies marked by extreme tem- 
perateness and caution. His two works Philosophical Essays (1954, Macmillan, 
18s.) and The Problem of Knowledge (1956, Macmillan, 18s.; also Penguin 
Books 3s.6d.) were elegant restatements of traditional problems. While Ayer 
said little that was new, he brought to the statement of the old a new chastity 
of thought and style. This sober and balanced attitude to philosophical issues 
was shown throughout the symposium Contemporary British Philosophy, 
edited by H. D. Lewis (1956, Allen & Unwin, 35s.), the third volume in a 
series initiated thirty years ago. Although the editor in his Introduction spoke 
of the lack of a “unifying conception’ among contemporary British thinkers, 
the contributions showed the kind of variety which may be more indicative 
of health than most kinds of uniformity. H. J. Paton’s article on ‘Fifty Years 
of Philosophy’ was an excellent account of the main trends of thought. 
Moreover, the volume referred to metaphysics and theology, particularly in 
the contributions of A. C. Ewing, H. A. Hodges, D. A. Mackinnon and 
F. Waismann, in terms of respect hardly conceivable twenty or even ten 
years before. Waismann, himself one of the foundation members of the 
Vienna Circle, declared that ‘to say that metaphysics is nonsense is nonsense’. 
A volume of similar scope was promised of younger thinkers. Meanwhile, 
the symposia Logic and Language (Blackwell, 1950, 1st series, 18s.; 1953, 2nd 
series, 21s.) and Essays in Conceptual Analysis (1956, Macmillan, 18s.), both 
edited by Anthony Flew, had already shown what the young could do. There 
was a noticeable absence of what G. J. Warnock called ‘restrictive iconoclasm’ 
Two further studies of the analytical school were Philosophical Analysis: 
Its Development between the Two World Wars, by J. O. Urmson (1956, 
Oxford University Press, 18s.), and Philosophy and Analysis, edited by 
Margaret Macdonald (1955, Blackwell, 30s.), a selection of articles published 
in the small but influential periodical Analysis, which was inaugurated in 
1933. Meanwhile, a number of books on Logical Theory were published: 
D. H. Sinclair’s essay The Traditional Formal Logic (4th edition 1945, Methuen, 
7s.6d.), the 7th edition of the important work of Lucy Stebbing A Modern 
Introduction to Logic (1950, Methuen, 27s.6d.), P. F. Strawson’s Introduction 
to Logical Theory (1952, Methuen, 15s.), W. C. Kneale’s Probability and 
Induction (1949, Oxford University Press, 21s.), Stephan Kérner’s Conceptual 
Thinking (1955, published for Bristol University by the Cambridge 
University Press, 30s.), and an interesting and original study by the economist 
Roy Harrod, Foundations of Inductive Logic (1956, Macmillan, 24s.). 
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As part of the reaction against ‘physicalism’, some thinkers showed an 
interest in spheres of experience normally considered beyond the range of 
reason altogether. In point of fact, interest in the nature and possibility of 
so-called irrational forces or occult phenomena was long-standing in British 
philosophy. At the turn of the last century, men of intellectual eminence 
such as Henry Sidgwick gave serious attention to such questions. More 
recently, two eminent thinkers, C. D. Broad in Religion, Philosophy and 
Psychical Research (1953, Routledge, 25s.) and H. H. Price in various papers 
including Some Aspects of the Conflict between Science and Religion (1953, 
Cambridge University Press), the one sceptical and the other sympathetic, 
continued the discussion at a high level. Although the literature of psycho- 
logical experiment lies outside the scope of this article, mention should be 
made of certain works of philosophical bearing, such as three books by 
G. N. M. Tyrrell: The Nature of Human Personality (1954, Allen & Unwin, 
12s.6d.), Apparitions (revised edition, 1953, Duckworth, 12s.6d.), and The 
Personality of Man (1947, Penguin Books, 2s.6d.). Also under British imprint 
were the influential works of J. B. Rhine, especially The New World of 
the Mind (1954, Faber, 21s.), and The Reach of the Mind (new edition, 
1954, Penguin Books, 2s.6d.). Opposition came chiefly from some younger 
philosophers: Anthony Flew’s A New Approach to Psychical Research 
(1953, Watts, 10s.6d.) was in the ‘old’ empiricist tradition. 


Further evidence of the catholicity of the British outlook was contained 
in the symposium—this was an age of symposia—British Philosophy in the 
Mid-Century (1957, Allen & Unwin, 30s.). Edited by C. A. Mace and con- 
sisting of lectures originally delivered at a British Council Course at 
Cambridge, this volume included work by C. D. Broad, R. B. Braithwaite, 
Margaret Masterman (Braithwaite), A. J. Ayer, Stuart Hampshire, Gilbert 
Ryle, K. R. Popper, Theodore Redpath and H. Bondi. Apart from ordinary 
philosophical problems, the subjects covered were ethics, aesthetics, seman- 
tics and astrophysics. Works devoted to such metaphysical problems as had 
survived the decay of traditional metaphysics were Metaphysical Beliefs by 
Stephen Toulmin, Ronald W. Hepburn and Alasdair Macintyre (1957, 
S.C.M. Press, 25s.), and, paying particular attention to the analytical school, 
Mystery and Philosophy, by Michael B. Foster (1957, S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d.). 


In the last-mentioned work, as in many others, repeated reference was 
made to the ideas of Gabriel Marcel, Bonhoeffer, Heidegger, Reichenbach, 
Kierkegaard and other foreign influences. It would appear that philosophical 
thought in Britain was a great deal more ‘open’ to the thought of other 
countries than the latter was ‘open’ to the thought of Britain. While no 
British thinker could properly be called an Existentialist, the ideas of the 
various schools of Existentialism were expounded in numerous works and 
by way of a stream of translations. Among popular expositions were The 
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Feast of Unreason, by Hector Hawton (1952, Watts, 15s.), a study of Sartre, 
Jaspers, Marcel, Heidegger, etc., Journey through Dread, by Arland Ussher 
(1955, Darwen Finlayson, 12s.6d.), covering much the same ground, and 
Six Existentialist Thinkers, by H. J. Blackham (1952, Routledge, 16s.), while 
An Existentialist Theology, by J. Macquarrie (1955, S.C.M. Press, 21s.) 
examined the theological implications of the ideas of Heidegger and 
Bultmann. Perhaps the most original work written under the influence of 
existentialist ideas was The Mind and Heart of Love, by M. C. D’Arcy, SJ. 


(and edition 1954, Faber, 25s.), a study of Eros and Agape as manifested in 
experience at every level. 


Two key-works to be translated were the Metaphysical Journal of Gabriel 
Marcel (1952, Rockliff) and Being and Nothingness by Jean-Paul Sartre (1957, 
Methuen, sos.). A selection of Sartre’s work, Literary and Philosophical Essays 
(1955, Rider, 18s.), and two volumes by Albert Camus, The Myth of 
Sisyphus (1955, Hamish Hamilton, 15s.) and The Rebel (1953, Hamish 
Hamilton, 18s.), contained important statements of ‘applied’ Existentialism. 
The more complex thought of Karl Jaspers was expounded in The Perennial 
Scope of Philosophy (1950, 12s.6d.), Man in the Modern Age (1951, 15s.), The 
Origin and Goal of History (1953, 21s.) and Reason and Existenz (1956, 145.), 
published by Routledge. An immense literature had begun to accumulate on 
the subject of Kierkegaard, of which the concise selection by W. H. Auden, 
Kierkegaard (1955, Cassell, 12s.6d.), and the Kierkegaard Commentary by T. H. 
Croxall (1956, Nisbet, 25s.), each with useful Introductions, were typical. 
A thinker already congenial to the British mind, Nicolas Berdyaev, was 
represented by the remarkable autobiography Dream and Reality (1950, Bles, 
30s.), Truth and Revelation (1953, Bles, 15s.), and the issue of an early work 
The Meaning of the Creative Act (1955, Gollancz, 18s.). An admirably produced 
series edited by Erich Heller under the title of “Studies in European Literature 
and Thought’ (Bowes & Bowes, 7s.6d. each) contained volumes on Sartre, 
by Iris Murdoch (1953), Croce, by Cecil Sprigge (1952), Unamuno by Arturo 
Barea (1952) and Simone Weil by E. W. F. Tomlin (1954). The French mystic 
received early translation into English with Waiting on God (1951, 14s.), 
followed by Gravity and Grace (1952, 15s.), The Need for Roots (1952, 18s.) 
and the Notebooks (1956, 2 Vols., 56s.), all published by Routledge. Another 
woman student of mysticism was introduced to the British public in 
The Scholar and the Cross: The Life and Work of Edith Stein, by Hilda Graef 
(1955, Longmans, 21s.) and the same author’s edition of the Writings of 
Edith Stein (1956, Peter Owen, 218.). 


Towards the end of the nineteenth century, due partly to a vague 
dissatisfaction with current rationalism and secularism and partly to the 
appearance of skilful translations, Eastern philosophy began to exercise 
fascination over many minds, especially outside the academies. Although 
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no British thinker of eminence adopted oriental ideas as part of his 
philosophical make-up, the study of Hindu, Buddhist and Chinese thought 
became increasingly systematic. Aldous Huxley’s anthology The Perennial 
Philosophy (1946, Chatto & Windus, 15s.), which contained much material 
from Vedanta, enjoyed considerable popularity, while there was a growing 
public for general histories and studies of oriental thought. Mention may be 
made of Chinese Thought from Confucius to Mao Tsé-tung, by H. G. Creel 
(1954, Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s.), A Short History of Confucian Philosophy, 
by Liu Wu-Chi (1955, Penguin Books, 2s.6d.), Founding the Life Divine, an 
Introduction to the Integral Yoga of Sri Aurobindo, by Morwenna Donnelly 
(1955, Rider, 12s.6d.), The Central Philosophy of Buddhism, by T. R. V. Murti 
(1955, Allen & Unwin, 30s.), God to Man and Man to God, the discourses of 
the silent fakir Meher Baba, edited by C. B. Purdom (1955, Gollancz, 18s.), 
Buddhist Meditation, by Edward Conze (1956, Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d.), and 
the same author’s delightful translation from the Tibetan, The Buddha’s Law 
among the Birds (1956, Cassirer, Oxford, 10s.6d.). A remarkable compendium 
of oriental and occidental thought was the History of Philosophy, Eastern and 
Western (1953, 2 vols., Allen & Unwin, at present reprinting), sponsored by 
the Government of India and supervised by Radhakrishnan. The Indian 
philosopher-statesman also published two studies of oriental and occidental 
tradition in East and West (1956, Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. cloth, 6s. paper 
covers) and Recovery of Faith (1956, Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. cloth, 8s.6d. 
paper covers). By contrast, a western survey of modern Chinese thought was 
Fifty Years of Chinese Philosophy, 1898-1950, by O. Briére, S.J. (1956, Allen 
& Unwin, 21s.), which threw interesting and sometimes disturbing light 
upon the influence of western materialist ideas on a civilisation undergoing 
violent mental transformation. 

In these articles, an attempt has been made to demonstrate the vitality and 
variety of contemporary philosophical thought in Britain. The titles listed 
are neither exhaustive nor indicative of the immense amount of dialectical 
‘give and take’ in academic circles. Much philosophical energy is released in 
discussions conducted in small study groups and society meetings. The 
‘Proceedings of the Aristotelian Society’ (Harrison & Sons, 30s. per annum), 
for instance, are a rich mine for the student, while the annual ‘supplementary 
volume’ of papers read before the joint-meeting of the Aristotelian Society 
and the Mind Association (Harrison and Sons, 21s.) forms a kind of baro- 
meter of the philosophical temperature prevailing at the time. At least it 
should henceforth be impossible for the foreign student to suppose that 
philosophical thought in Britain came to an end with David Hume. 

Mr. E. W. F. Tomlin, who is now the British Council’s Representative in Turkey, has himself 
made an we contribution to philosphy. His works include The Approach to Metaphysics 
(1947), R. G. Collingwood (1953), Simone Weil (1953), Living and Knowing (1955). He has also 


contributed the article on Metaphysics to A New Outline of Modern Knowledge, edited by Alan 
Pryce-Jones (1956).

Knowledge and Learning 
FRITZ SAXL 1890-1948. A Volume of Memorial Essays from his friends 
in England. Edited by D. J. Gordon. Nelson, 42s. 1957.24 cm. 382 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliographical notes. 
One of the most interesting of the many institutes for advanced scholarship in the 
University of London is the Warburg Institute, devoted to the study of the influence 
of classical antiquity especially upon Renaissance art and literature. The library, 
formed by a member of a Hamburg family of bankers, came to England in the Nazi 
period. Saxl, who had been its librarian since 1913, became Director after Warburg’s 
death in 1929, and was responsible for its development in London. His death in 1948 
was a grievous loss to scholarship, and this volume is a tribute, in which his English 
friends and associates contribute essays mainly on themes connected with his work. 
An admirable memoir by his friend Professor Bing reveals his charming personality, 
and is a valuable account of the Institute to which he was so devoted. (oor) 


THE FRAME OF ORDER. An Outline of Elizabethan Belief taken from 
Treatises of the Late Sixteenth Century. Edited by James Winny. Allen & Unwin, 
26s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. Frontispiece. 

The ‘Elizabethan world picture’ is a familiar phrase to students of Shakespeare and 

his contemporaries, but there is often uncertainty about the exact character of the 

beliefs and assumptions which composed it. Mr. Winny, who teaches English litera- 
ture at Cambridge, has here selected eleven expository passages of some length which 
treat the major aspects of the scientific and philosophical thought of the period. 

By this admirable plan, the Elizabethans define their intellectual preoccupations in 

their own language, the modern reader has a source of authoritative information on 

each central issue, and currency is given to inaccessible books. A glossary and a brief 
introduction provide the necessary help to less advanced students. Altogether this 

will prove a most useful book on the scholarly level. (001)

A LEGAL BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE BRITISH COMMON- 
WEALTH OF NATIONS. Vol. 3. Canadian and British-American 
Colonial Law from earliest times to December 1956. C. R. Brown, P. A. 
Maxwell and L. F. Maxwell. Sweet & Maxwell, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 228 pages. Index. 
In the two parts of this new legal bibliography, covering Canada and the British- 
American Colonies, the arrangement is in alphabetical order of geographical divisions. 
The entry for each province, state, etc., is sub-divided into statutes, session laws and 
law reports, periodicals, digests and indexes. There is a full subject index. This long 
awaited volume contains the results of much research and provides for the first time 
a bibliography of legal literature of Canada and the British-American Colonies. It will 
be a most useful work of reference. (016-346) 
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A LEGAL BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE ‘BRITISH COMMON- 
WEALTH OF NATIONS. Vol. 4. Irish Law to 1956. 2nd edition by 
Leslie F. Maxwell and W. Harold Maxwell. Sweet & Maxwell, 20s. 1957. 22 cm. 
136 pages. Index. 

A second edition of the standard legal bibliography of Ireland—North and South— 

first published in 1936. In this edition some 350 further books have been added. The 

arrangement of the volume is alphabetical by name of author or title where there is no 
author, with the addition of certain subject headings such as parliamentary reports. 

A subject index refers to authors and shows the date of the last edition of a particular 

book.

SCOTCH REVIEWERS. The Edinburgh Review 1802-1815. John Clive. 
Faber, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This account of the founding and the early years of the Edinburgh Review is the fruit 
of diligent and extensive research by the author, who is Assistant Professor of History 
and General Education in Harvard University. It is of value to those interested in the 
history and literature of the period for the light it throws on the characters, the 
talents, the motives and the aims of Sydney Smith, Henry Brougham and the rest 
of the group who, through the Review, made their literary criticism a force in Europe 
as well as in Britain, and who exercised a formative influence on many aspects of 


British political and public life. (052) 
PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


SAVING THE APPEARANCES. A Study in Idolatry. Owen Barfield. 
Faber, 21s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 190 pages. Index. 
A discussion of the history and validity of those beliefs which have inspired man’s 
view of nature and in particular of the relationship between nature and mind. In the 
author’s view, mind is not for all epochs a constant, with different ideas about the 
natural order, but essentially has developed with it. Such a process leads to a revela- 
tion of the Divine Mind ‘behind’ nature. Prerequisite to this stage have been the 
operations of physical science by which reality has been stripped of its appearances. 
This interesting thesis is suitable only for specialists in philosophy and theology. (113) 


INSIGHT. A Study of Human Understanding. Bernard J. F. Lonergan. Longmans, 
63s. 1957. 22 cm. 814 pages. Index. 
This considerable treatise by a Jesuit Professor at the Gregorian University at Rome 
combines the breadth of St. Thomas Aquinas with the impartial curiosity of the 
modern phenomenologists. It is a work definitely for the specialist in philosophy and 
even so its vocabulary is sometimes slightly ponderous. The object of the book is to 
revive interest in the notion of intelligence as an intuitive faculty: it is the author’s 
merit to have shown that such a conception need not have a Bergsonian basis. The 
book is concerned with insight as activity and insight as knowledge and the result 
is an interesting restatement in modern terms of Scholastic metaphysics. (121) 


THE PSYCHOLOGY OF INSANITY. Bernard Hart. sth edition. 
Cambridge University Press, 10s.6d. 19$7. 19 cm. 140 pages. Index. 

Except for some minor amendments in the vocabulary and a slightly revised historical 

introduction, this classic by a Fellow of University College, London, first published 

in 1912, is unaltered in this edition. It is still popular as a clear, concise exposition of 

those basic concepts of abnormal psychology which still held after the defection of 
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Jung and Adler from the Freudian school. The present volume reflects the difference 
in the general attitude to the insane, which it originally strove to bring about, by 
throwing light upon the mental processes of the ‘lunatic’ and showing them to be 
distortions and variations of the normal mind. (132) 


THE STARS ABOVE US, or The Conquest of Superstition. Ernst Zinner. 
Translated from the German by W. H. Johnston. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1957. 
22 cm. 156 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Zinner is well known to historians of science for his many contributions 

to the history of astronomy. Here he turns his attention to the unscientific beliefs 

which contemplation of the heavens has aroused in mankind through the ages, 
explaining how they arose and showing their falsity by comparison with the facts 
as known to modern astronomy. His style is simple and the book is well suited to the 

general reader. (133-5) 


SENSE AND NONSENSE IN PSYCHOLOGY. H. J. Eysenck. 
Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 350 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Philosophy Series) 

Those who read an earlier Pelican book by the same author—Uses and Abuses of 

Psychology—will know what to expect in this complementary volume and will not 

be disappointed. Sane, moderate and rigorously critical of vast woolly claims, the 

author does his discipline great service. These two volumes together are a trustworthy 

guide through the psychological jungle. (150) 


IMAGINATION AND THINKING: A Psychological Analysis. Peter 
McKellar. Cohen & West, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 232 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author, one time Professor of Psychology in the University of London and now 

head of the psychological laboratory in the University of Sheffield, develops two 

related themes: that much can be learnt about the process of thinking from the study 
of dreams and daydreams, and that these same phenomena, experienced by most 
normal people to some extent, can help towards an understanding of the abnormal 
or psychotic. He contrasts A-thinking (autism or fantasy-orientated) and R-thinking 

(rational or reality-adjusted); the psychotic’s difficulty is to distinguish reality from 

fantasy. In his study of A-thinking the author ranges from Lowe's Road to Xanadu 

(1927) to Huxley’s Doors of Perception (1954)—from opium to mescalin. He deplores 

the dominance of A-thinking in human society and the resulting inaccurate stereo- 

types and looks forward to more research on ‘how to change human behaviour 

according to the findings of science’. (153) 


DESCARTES’S RULES FOR THE DIRECTION OF THE MIND. 
The late Harold Joachim. Reconstructed from notes taken by his pupils. Edited 
by Errol E. Harris. Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 124 pages. Index. 

Owing to the loss of the original manuscript of Professor Joachim’s lectures at Oxford, 

the material for this book has been written up from notes. Students of philosophy 

will appreciate this analysis and exposition of the Regulae of Descartes, especially for 

Joachim’s demonstration of the modernity of much of Descartes’s arguments. In view 

of the current impression that Descartes was a complete Mechanist as far as nature was 

concerned, the passages on the subject of organic development are particularly 
interesting. Professor Harris has discharged his task with efficiency, and the brief 
foreword by Sir David Ross is a fine tribute to Joachim’s philosophical influence.

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PLATO AND THE CHRISTIANS. Passages from the Writings of Plato 
selected and translated from the Greek with an introduction by Adam Fox. S.C.M. 
Press, 218. 19$7. 22 cm. 206 pages. Indexes. 

It is no criticism of this selection to say that it presents us with nothing new. Christian 

Platonists have existed in every age, almost in every generation. The merit of this 

little handbook is that it presents us, in convenient form, with those passages in Plato 

where his spirit is nearest to that of Christianity. There are sections on God and 
creation, man and immortality, the basis of ethics, and the idea of a church. The 

Introduction is of value in itself, for Canon Fox writes interestingly on the problem 

of translating Plato and on the Dialogue as literature. This book is useful at a time 

when Humanism and Religion are in danger of being separated; but it might be 
added that Plato’s thought is compatible not merely with Christian theology but 

with all forms of supernatural belief which admit a place for reason. (184) 


PLOTINUS: THE ENNEADS. Translated from the Greek by Stephen 
MacKenna. 2nd edition revised by B. S. Page. Introduction by Professor Paul 
Henry, S.J. Faber, 63s. 1957. 26 cm. 688 pages. Bibliography. 

MacKenna’s translation appeared first in 1930; this revised edition in one volume is 

at once a contribution to scholarship and a triumph of publishing. MacKenna worked 

for twenty years at his difficult but rewarding task; his version has stood the test of 
recent scholarship, though B. S. Page, who collaborated with MacKenna, has per- 
formed a service in his careful revision of the text. Plotinus, whom Porphyry 
described as ‘ashamed of being in the body’, is the mystic’s mystic: few men have had 

so firm a grasp of transcendent experience. Professor Henry’s introduction is a 

valuable study of this non-Christian seer whose influence upon Christian mysticism 


has been fundamental. (186) 


OCKHAM: PHILOSOPHICAL WRITINGS. A Selection edited and 
translated from the Latin by Philotheus Boehner, O.F.M. Nelson, 213. 1957. 
18 cm. 360 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. (Nelson Philosophical Texts) 

Although the name of William of Ockham is known to every student of philosophy, 

very few have read a word of his original writing. This excellent selection makes clear 

the astonishing scope of his thought, particularly on logic and natural theology. The 
introduction by the late Father Boehner consists of a useful biography of Ockham, 

together with a survey, in seven sections, of his principal ideas. This is followed by a 

biographical note with special reference to certain spurious writings. The text is 

given in Latin and English. This is a book for every philosophical library. (189-4) 


BRITISH PHILOSOPHY IN THE MID-CENTURY. A Cambridge 
Symposium. Edited by C. A. Mace. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 396 pages. 
Bibliographical notes. Index. 

Although this book is sub-titled ‘A Cambridge Symposium’, it is edited by a 

Professor from London and six of its thirteen contributors are from universities other 

than Cambridge. On the other hand, the origin of the book was a course on 

philosophy organised at Cambridge by the British Council in 1953, and the joint 

Directors of Studies were two Cambridge lecturers whose catholicity of taste is 

evident from the variety of subjects treated. The papers, which have been revised 

for publication, are by such distinguished figures as C. D. Broad, Gilbert Ryle, A. J. 

Ayer, K. R. Popper, and G. E. Moore. The volume, which ranges from aesthetics to 

astronomy, forms an admirable guide to the trends of philosophical thought in 

contemporary Britain. (192) 
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THE TRAGIC PHILOSOPHER. A Study of Friedrich Nietzsche. 
F. A. Lea. Methuen, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 354 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
For many years the Anglo-Saxon world has regarded Nietzsche as a kind of modern 
Machiavelli. An impartial study of his work has revealed that this truly tragic figure 
was one of the first Europeans to diagnose the sickness of Western society. Mr. Lea 
has written a study of the thought of Nietzsche and only incidentally a biography. 
Although the book is a trifle long, the writing is lucid and invigorating. What the 
reader will find most revealing is the reappraisal and appreciation of Also spracht 
Zarathustra, which is here described as one of the masterpieces of modern saci?

RELIGION WITHOUT REVELATION. Julian Huxley. New and 
revised edition. Max Parrish, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 264 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Julian Huxley’s biological and philosophical ‘testament’ made a great stir in its day 
and it is for the public to decide whether its main ideas have a message for the con- 
temporary world. Huxley’s chief contention is that religious belief is possible without 
a supernatural basis. His arguments are drawn from an immense scientific knowledge, 
though the philosophy is much akin to the 19th century Positivism popular in the 
days of his great-grandfather, T. H. Huxley. Even if philosophers and theologians 
part company with the author over his religious ideas, the passionate advocacy of a 
unitary view of life will meet with respect; for it is damaging to science and religion 
alike that reality should be split into a secular and spiritual duality. Needless to say, 
this book is written with all Professor Huxley’s accustomed lucidity and persuasive- 
ness. (200) 


METAPHYSICAL BELIEFS. Three Essays. Stephen E. Toulmin, Ronald 
W. Hepburn, Alasdair MacIntyre. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. 
Index. (Library of Philosophy and Theology) 

The philosophical symposium is becoming more and more popular, and this is an 

indication of the degree to which British philosophical thinking expresses itself best 

in active discussion. The first essay is concerned with the mythological aspect of 
contemporary scientific thought: this paper is of very great merit and originality. 

The second, on poetry and religious belief, covers psychological as well as literary 

problems. The third, on the logical status of religious belief, is an acute criticism of 

contemporary Positivist doctrines. Although the authors presuppose some knowledge 
of the philosophical tradition, they are writing for the thoughtful layman. This book 

is ideal for provoking argument in study circles. (201) 


ELIJAH AND ELISHA: Expositions from the Book of Kings. Ronald 
S. Wallace. Oliver & Boyd, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 180 pages. 
This is a series of eighteen sermons based on incidents in the lives of two Old 
Testament prophets. Holding to the unity of the Bible, the author draws analogies 
between the revelation given in the Old Testament and that in the New, and by this 
method is concerned to show the relevancy of the Old Testament in the pulpit today. 
This emphasis on the value of the Old Testament within the whole Bible is to be 
welcomed, and preachers and others interested in biblical study will find stimulus and 
challenge here. (222°5) 
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THE NEW TESTAMENT. Authorised Version. With a General Intro- 
duction and a Note to each Book by Austin Farrer. Collins, ss.6d. cloth; 6s.6d. 
imitation leather. 1957. 19 cm. 416 pages. (Collins New Classics) 

This edition of the New Testament is arranged in continuous prose without division 

into verses. It is probable that many will welcome this method of presentation, since 

it makes for sustained reading. Dr. Austin Farrer, Chaplain of Trinity College, 

Oxford, contributes a straightforward introduction to the New Testament and adds 

a brief note to each book which will serve as a guide to the non-specialist. (225-5) 


GOLGOTHA AND THE CHURCH OF THE HOLY SEPULCHRE. 
André Parrot. Translated from the French by Edwin Hudson. S.C.M. Press, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. 11 plates. 16 illustrations in text. 13 plans. Bibliography. 
(Studies in Biblical Archaeology, No. 6) 

Professor Parrot, well known as the excavator of Mari and as Chief Curator of the 

French National Museums, deals with a complex problem, the site of the Holy 

Sepulchre, and his argument in favour of the traditional view that it is beneath the 

Church of the Holy Sepulchre demands close attention and is as convincing a solution 

as any can be which stops short of actual proof. A careful description of the Church 

and of tombs and burial customs in ancient Jerusalem adds to the general appeal of a 

volume which, with its many illustrations and annotated bibliography, provides a 

useful handbook on a subject of deep interest. (225-93) 


PAUL’S USE OF THE OLD TESTAMENT. E. Earle Ellis. Oliver & 
Boyd, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. Indexes. 
Dr. Ellis, who is Assistant Professor of Bible and Religion, Aurora College, Illinois, 
tackles a subject of prime importance to all students of the origins of New Testament 
thought. He holds that St. Paul’s use of the Old Testament is to be understood in 
terms not of contemporary Judaism but rather of the hermeneutical methods and 
topical emphases of the early Church. Even the problem of the textual variations in his 
Letters is to be considered mainly in the light of his interpretation and application of 
the quotations. This work deals with St. Paul’s attitude to Scripture and to non- 
canonical literature, Jewish and early Christian exegis, typology and many related 
subjects. A scholarly and well-documented book. (227) 


THE CHASTISING OF GOD’S CHILDREN and The Treatise of 
Perfection of the Sons of God. Edited from the Manuscripts by Joyce Bazire and 
Eric Colledge. Blackwell (Oxford), 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 370 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The first of these two mystical writings was probably compiled shortly after 1382 

and contains a collection of extracts from Ruysbroek’s Spiritual Espousals, Suso’s 

Horologium, the Ancrene Riwle and other books of the contemplative life. The author- 

translator was apparently concerned to provide a manual of instruction that would 

enlighten those who were striving to live the contemplative life in an age when 

Christianity was being assailed by schism, false doctrine and the sensory forms of 

mysticism. The Treatise of Perfection is an early 15th century translation of Ruysbrock’s 

Sparkling Stone, intended for those at an advanced stage of the mystical life. It has not 

been previously printed and The Chastising has not been published since 1490. The 

editors, who are lecturers in the University of Liverpool, have produced an authorita- 

tive edition of the text with a learned introduction, notes and glossary. (242) 
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RICHARD OF SAINT-VICTOR. Selected Writings on Contemplation. 
Translated from the Latin with an Introduction and Notes by Clare Kirchberger. 
Faber, 21s. 1957. 21 cm. 270 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Classics of the Contem- 
plative Life) 

The work of Richard of Saint-Victor, the distinguished mystical theologian of the 

12th century, has not previously appeared in an English translation, and the present 

volume, both on account of the lucid translation of well-selected writings and the 
comprehensive introduction, deserves high praise. The editor in an essay on the 
influence of Richard shows that in his thought the mysticism of Greek and Latin 
tradition is fused and that contemplatives of all ages owe him an incalculable debt for 


his thorough treatment of the causes and cure of the infirmities accompanying the 
higher states of prayer. (242) 


JUSTICE. Josef Pieper. Translated from the German by Lawrence E. Lynch. 
Faber, 128.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 126 pages. 
This is the fourth work by the distinguished German theologian to appear in English. 
It follows the pattern of its predecessor, Fortitude and Temperance, in that it analyses 
a concept from the Thomistic point of view and compares modern ideas with tradi- 
tional ones, usually to the disadvantage of the former. In an age when abstract justice 
has often been repudiated in favour of expediency, such an analysis is timely. Pieper 
draws attention to the fact that the concept of Justice is not ultimate; it depends on 
that of Right. He looks forward to a time when men wil! recover their humanity by 
realising that true equality is a spiritual and not an economic possession; and this will 
usher in the reign of Justice. (261) 
THE SIGNS OF OUR TIMES. The Cato Lecture of 1957. Maldwyn 
Edwards. Epworth Press, 22s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 200 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The scope of this book, by a distinguished Methodist thinker and preacher, embraces 
all the major problems of modern society: political, economic and social. Behind the 
easy flowing style is a good deal of detailed knowledge of contemporary events. 
Dr. Edwards examines the basis of the Welfare State, the Communist ideology, and 
the changing attitude to work and leisure in the modern State. The book is well 
within the compass of the intelligent layman and the approach is forthright without 
being sectarian. The book is well documented. Even those not absorbed by theological 
questions will find here much food for thought. (261) 


ESSAYS IN LIBERALITY. Alec R. Vidler. S.C.M. Press, 15s. 
22 cm. 190 pages. Index. 
Dr. Vidler, Fellow and Dean of King’s College, Cambridge, is an entertaining writer 
who if he does not touch deep levels of thought, has a sense of what is vital. In these 
ten essays on various subjects he illustrates the spirit which he describes in the first 
essay as liberal with a small ‘I’, with liberality as its substantive. A liberal-minded man 
is generous, open-minded, especially to new ideas and proposals for reform. With 
these qualities in mind, the author deals with the future of theology, freedom and 
responsibility, the welfare state, the religiousness of America and other themes. (261) 


IS PEACE POSSIBLE: Kathleen Lonsdale. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
18 cm. 128 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Specials) 

Dame Kathleen Lonsdale is a scientist and a member of the (Quaker) Society of 

Friends and therefore a pacifist. In this book she argues that pacifists are more realistic 

than those who prepare for war, whether it be a defensive or an offensive one. She 


also discusses the problems arising from an expanding world population and from the 
inequality in standards of living. (261-6)

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THE STATE IN THE NEW TESTAMENT. Oscar Cullmann. S.C.M. 
Press, 128.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 128 pages. Indexes. 
Professor Cullmann, of the University of Basel and the Sorbonne, deals in this brief 
but suggestive book with the vexed question of the relation of the Christian to the 
State. He submits that the Christian doctrine of the State is determined by the 
conviction found in the primitive Church that with the coming of Christ the end to 
which all things are moving had, so to speak, invaded the present order although the 
end was yet to be realised in a final consummation. The State is thus provisional and 
the Church should resist any transgression of legitimate limits. (261-7) 


CHRISTIANITY AND POLITICS IN AFRICA. John Taylor. Penguin 

Books, 2s. 1957.18 cm. 128 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Penguin African Series) 
The Rev. J. V. Taylor, who has had extensive experience of religious and educational 
work in Africa, has written a stimulating and thoughtful survey of the attitude of a 
Christian to politics. The rapid growth of responsible government in many areas and 
the conflicting political viewpoints of the African continent make the Christian 
position one of great responsibility, and the author’s general conclusion is that, while 
the Church cannot be tied to a particular political belief, it can and should use its 
influence for good in major moral problems and that individual Christians have the 
duty of being well informed on public affairs and taking their full share in public 
life at all levels.

LAY PEOPLE IN THE CHURCH. A Study for a Theology of Laity. 
Yves M. J. Congar, O.P. Translated from the French by Donald Attwater. 
Bloomsbury Publishing Co., 27s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 480 pages. 

In both Roman and Protestant Churches, there has been considerable discussion 

among the theologians about the place of the laity in the life of the Church. The 

French theologian, Pére Congar, here examines with marked ability such questions 

as the laity and the Church’s priestly, prophetic, teaching and apostolic functions, the 

laity and the Church’s communal life, and the problem of lay holiness. Underlying 
the argument is the conviction that catholicity embraces not only the eternal destiny 

of man but the whole creation as the scene of Christian discipleship. (262) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO CANON LAW IN THE CHURCH 
OF ENGLAND. Being the Lichfield Cathedral Divinity Lectures for 1956. 
Eric Waldram Kemp. Hodder & Stoughton, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 98 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

In the first of the three lectures, the author, who is Fellow and Chaplain of Exeter 

College, Oxford, supplies an historical background, with particular reference to 

medieval Canon Law; the second lecture surveys the important role of the laymen 

who, as judges and lawyers, administered the law of the Church of England from the 
14th to the roth centuries. In the third lecture Canon Kemp argues that, for two 

centuries after the Reformation, the Church of England had a jurisprudence and a 

legal system which were inopportunely destroyed by changes in the roth century, 

but which, ifleft to themselves, might have moderated much ecclesiastical controversy 

during that century. (262-9) 


CHRISTIAN INDIA. 100 photographs by B. Moosbrugger. Introduction 
by Father Trevor Huddleston. Text by F. A. Plattner. Translated from the German 
by Mollie Seton-Karr. Thames & Hudson, 42s. 1957. 29°5 cm. 148 pages. 

This is an outline of the history of Christian Catholic missionary work in India, 

artistically illustrated by 100 photographs. These have been selected to depict some 
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aspects of the emergence of the Christian community and the part it is playing in the 
social, educational and religious life of the country, where a virile nationalism is 
giving India an important influence in the new world of Asia. (275-4) 


FOUR BISHOPS AND THEIR SEE. Perth, Western Australia 1857- 
1957. Edited by Fred Alexander. University of Western Australia Press (Nedlands, 
Western Australia), 22s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 258 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The purpose of this volume is to mark the centenary of the Perth Diocese of the 

Church of England in Western Australia by some written record of its activities over 

the first hundred years of its existence. In addition it was thought that the research 

made in Church history would contribute to the political, economic and social 
history of the state of Western Australia, by showing the correlation between Church 
and state history. By a series of short essays of a biographical and historical nature, 
together with ample illustrations, these objectives have been achieved. The work 
should appeal to both the non-clerical reader and the scholar: it has interest for the 
former and is comprehensive for the latter. (283-941) 


GODS AND HEROES OF THE GREEKS. H. J. Rose. Methuen, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 212 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author of the well-known Handbook of Greek Mythology in this shorter book 
both retells and offers a critical analysis of most of the familiar Greek myths. 
Professor Rose divides his material into three categories: the myth, which usually 
figures in a ritual or explains some natural phenomenon; the saga, which can claim 
a more positive historical basis; and the folk-tale, which is created mainly for amuse- 
ment; and he explains how all these elements may be found successively in a given 
narrative. Much less comprehensive than Mr. Graves’ recent book on Greek mytho- 
logy, it is, however, more lucidly arranged and more reliable as far as it goes. (292)

MAN AND MATERIALISM. Fred Hoyle. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 176 pages. 2 diagrams. 2 maps. (World Perspectives 7) 
This stimulating little essay by one of Britain’s foremost astronomers is designed to 
combat the idea that materialism is a form of belief incompatible with human dignity 
and the recognition of higher values. Mr. Hoyle’s primary argument is that the 
universe is ‘all of a piece’ and that there is no radical distinction between matter and 
mind. He is particularly anxious to demonstrate that the materialism associated with 
certain political doctrines is a crude and contradictory theory. His chapters on 
industrialism and the population problem are of great interest, but his analysis of the 
religious impulse may provoke controversy. It is arguable that by ‘materialism’ 
Mr. Hoyle means to imply ‘monism’. The style is readable, occasionally jaunty, but 
the author’s sincerity is evident. (300)

THE PROPER STUDY OF MANKIND. Stuart Chase in consultation 
with Edmund de S. Brunner. Revised edition. Phoenix House, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
342 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Stuart Chase, author of The Tragedy of Waste, Men and Machines, The Economy of 

Abundance and several other books, achieved instant success in Great Britain and 

America with this present work, first published in 1950 and now issued in a con- 
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siderably enlarged edition. It surveys the whole field of the social sciences in an 
attempt to discover whether human behaviour can be studied by scientific method 
from the findings of economics, political science, sociology, social psychology, 
anthropology and the rest, and thus provide solutions to such problems as unemploy- 
ment, war, and labour difficulties. It is an absorbing treatise for both the specialist 
and the non-expert. (301) 


BATTLE FOR THE MIND. A Physiology of Conversion and Brain- 
washing. William Sargant. Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 272 pages. 38 illust- 
rations. Bibliography. Index. 

This disturbing book coolly describes itself as ‘a study of the mechanics of indoctrina- 

tion and of some of the methods used in fixing or destroying beliefs in the human 

brain’. The methods vary from preaching and rhythmic drumming to torture. 

Dr. Sargant, who is a physician in psychological medicine at a well-known London 

teaching hospital, argues that the findings of Pavlov with regard to the canine brain 

are more applicable to the human brain than anybody but the Russians will admit, 
and that we disregard them at our peril. The evidence adduced from the practices 
of Voodoo, the Methodist Revival, the use of drugs and shock treatment in cases 
of mental disorder and the techniques, ancient and modern, of what is now called 

‘brainwashing’, is formidable. (301-152)

DEMOCRACY IN ENGLAND. Diana Spearman. Rockliff, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 256 pages. References. Index. 

The author, whose earlier work, Modern Dictatorship, was well received, and who has 

been actively concerned in politics for many years, considers that the main danger to 

democracy is an obsession with equality, and that in addition there are weaknesses 
in the modern system which could lead to such economic deterioration as to threaten 
the existence of democracy itself. She bases her argument on the political develop- 
ments in England since the 18th century, with the gradual extension of the franchise 
and the growing power of the trade unions. Her ideas on future policy deserve full 
consideration by all classes of reader. (321-820942) 


WEST AFRICA AND THE COMMONWEALTH. Dennis Austin. Penguin 
Books, 2s. 1957. 18 cm. 124 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Penguin African Series) 
This little book should prove useful both to West Africans concerned in the future 
status of their countries and their position in the Commonwealth, and to others 
interested in the growth of national responsibility within the Commonwealth 
framework. The title is perhaps a trifle misleading, since the bulk of the book is 
devoted to a general and very capable account of the development of the Common- 
wealth since the early North American settlement; but the first chapter ‘Nationalism 
and Self-government’ is a helpful outline of the political and economic changes in 
West Africa and the implications of emergent African self-government. The final 
chapter ‘Independence within the Commonwealth’ discusses the recent changes in 
Commonwealth structure arising from the status of its Asian members and considers 
possible developments in West Africa. (325-42) 
CANADA’S IMMIGRATION POLICY. A Critique. David C. Corbett. 
University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $400. 1957. 228 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Dr. Corbett’s book is a very timely one in regard to this policy, which he describes, 
explains, and criticises. He brings to the surface the pressures on the government of 
two main groups. One group is made up of employees, trade unions, and professional 
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units, and the other of employers, and national and religious groups. Outlining the 
government’ s difficult position, he shows also the shortcomings and loopholes i in the 
immigration laws which give the immigration officers too much power in deciding 
the admission of new immigrants. Discussing these two main economic groups of 
Canadians with different views on immigration, he shows clearly that he belongs to 
one which believes in a larger population as contributing to Canada’s prosperity.

DOCUMENTS ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1954. Selected 
and edited by Denise Folliot. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of 
International Affairs, 55s. 1957. 24 cm. 388 pages. 
Negotiations, speeches and agreements relating to defence and security are amongst 
the important documents in this new collection. 1954 saw the failure of the European 
Defence Community, but the protocols modifying and completing the Brussels 
treaty, the South-East Asia collective defence treaty and the treaty of military alliance 
between Greece, Turkey and Yugoslavia were all signed, as well as agreements on 
the future of Indo-China. Each section is preceded by a brief introduction, as this 
volume reverts to the pre-war practice and is intended to stand on its own and not 
only to serve as a companion to the Survey for 1954. (327)

SPAIN. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Spain, October, 1956. T. E. 
Rogers. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department, 8s. 1957. 25 cm. 242 pages. Map. Paper covers. (Overseas 
Economic Surveys) 
In compiling this report, Mr. Rogers, who is H.M. Counsellor (Commercial) to the 
British Embassy at Madrid, has secured authoritative information from the Embassy 
staff, Consular officers, Spanish officials, bankers and business men and others. 
He gives a clear picture of the economic position of Spain, with details and statistical 
tables of the country’s agriculture, fishing and forestry, mining, industry, public 
finance, foreign trade, legislation and administration, transport and communications, 
social conditions and labour questions. He devotes a further section to the Canary 
Islands, giving economic facts and figures which it would be difficult to obtain from 
any other source.

ESSAYS IN CANADIAN ECONOMIC HISTORY. Harold A. Innis. 
Edited by Mary Q. Innis. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $8-50. 1957. 
23-5 cm. 426 pages. Index. 

H. A. Innis, Canada’s foremost economic historian, was head of the Department of 

Political Economy and Dean of the School of Graduate Studies at the University 

of Toronto when he died in 1952. This volume contains twenty-eight essays published 

in a number of learned journals from 1929 to 1948, and represents the best of his 
scattered writings. The essays deal with fisheries, transportation, fur trade, dairying, 
lumber trade, wheat, mining, and more general aspects of Canadian economy. 

In company with Professor Innis’s The Fur Trade in Canada and The Cod Fisheries, the 

book presents a sound and balanced picture of Canadian economic history. (330-971) 


THE THEORY OF WAGE DETERMINATION. Proceedings of a 
Conference held by the International Economic Association. Edited by John T. 
Dunlop. Macmillan, 36s. 1957. 23 cm. 454 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This Sixth Conference of the International Economic Association was held in 

Switzerland in 1954. Professor Dunlop, of Harvard University, opened with a paper 
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on the task of contemporary wage theory, which was followed by twenty other 
papers falling into five main groups: the general level of wages, the impact of the 
labour union, the wage structure, the nature of bargaining, and the labour market 
and labour supply. The papers, printed here with summaries of the discussions, are 
all by specialists in the field, including professors from the Universities of Cambridge, 
London, Louvain, Kiel, Chicago, California, Tokyo, Basel and elsewhere. (331-21) 


THE ECONOMICS OF MAN-MADE FIBRES. Douglas C. Hague. 
Duckworth, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 316 pages. Index. (Industrial Innovation Series) 
This is the first of a series, incorporating the results of research undertaken by 
members of the Department of Political Economy of University College, London, 
on the circumstances which predispose an industry either to welcome innovations or 
obstruct them. Mr. Hague’s book has an additional attraction, both to the economist 
and the general reader, in that it is one of the first full-scale histories of the British 
man-made fibre industry. It describes clearly, with statistical tables, the development 
of the rayon, nylon, terylene and protein fibres and their use in the silk, hosiery, 
cotton, woollen and other industries. (338-47)

SALMOND ON JURISPRUDENCE. ith edition by Glanville 
Williams. Sweet & Maxwell, 37s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 580 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This standard English text book on jurisprudence has again been revised by Dr. 
Glanville Williams. Fellow of Jesus College, Cambridge. Following an introduction 
on the science of jurisprudence, Book I, in nine chapters, deals with the nature and 
sources of law, and Book Il, in thirteen chapters, treats of elements of the law such as 
legal rights, ownership, possession, persons, liability, intention and negligence, and 
the law dealing with property, obligations, and procedure. The major change in the 
new edition is the inclusion of a full study of the doctrine of ecient in relation to 
the hierarchy of the courts. (340) 


PRIVATE INTERNATIONAL LAW. sth edition. G. C. Cheshire. 
Oxford University Press, 63s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 1,702 pages. Index. 
Since the last edition of this standard work in 1952, developments have been so 
numerous and important that extensive changes have been necessary, and some fifteen 
important topics have been considerably revised. The work follows the pattern of 
previous editions, being in seven parts: after an introduction, there is a discussion of 
preliminary topics such as proof of foreign law and domicil, part three is on the law 
of obligations—contracts, negotiable instruments and torts, part four on family law, 
part five on the law of property, part six on foreign judgments, and the last part on 
procedure. Dr. Cheshire was formerly Vinerian Professor of English Law in the 
University of Oxford.

This issue, at the end of the first ten years of the Current Law Year Book, supersedes 

the monthly issues of Current Law for 1956, and covers the whole of that year; it is 

also a Master volume for 1952-1955, presenting in skeleton form all the entries in the 

Year Books for these years. All cases covering the years 1947-1956 are grouped 
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together alphabetically under subject headings, referring to 59 Acts and 2 Church 
Assembly Measures, and giving digests of 1,160 cases. A selection of cases from 
Scottish and Irish courts, the courts of the British Dominions, and English County 
Courts is included. The Citator, hitherto issued as part of the Year Book, covers all 
developments in the law from 1947 to 1956, and consists of a Statute Citator, a Case 
Citator, and Tables of Statutory Rules and Orders and Statutory Instruments. The 
Statute Citator is arranged chronologically, and from it the history of any Statute 
during the past ten years can easily be found. The Case Citator is arranged alpha- 
betically, and includes cases reported during 1947-56, and cases of any date which 
have been referred to or affected during 1947-56. The Tables contain every order 
made from 1947-1956 which is still in force. (346-058)

MEN AT WAR. The Best War Stories of All Time. Edited and selected 
by Fred Urquhart. Arco Publications, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 616 pages. 

This anthology ranges over many of the most celebrated wars of mankind from 
biblical times to the present, and it includes not only history, but historical and con- 
temporary novels, personal journals and autobiographies; thus one finds juxtaposed 
the semi-mythical narrative of the Book of Judges, the dry war diaries of Julius 
Caesar, and the exclamatory reporting style of today. The choice of campaigns is 
enterprising in itself, but the literary level is uneven and the authors are pre- 
dominantly selected from the roth and 2oth centuries, so that the great historians are 
rather less well represented than the great novelists. (355-08)

ESCAPE OF THE AMETHYST. C. E. Lucas Phillips with the co-operation 
of Commander J. S. Kerans.

In April, 1949, the frigate Amethyst was fired upon and gravely damaged, both 
materially and so far as casualties were concerned, by Communist batteries mounted 
on the banks of the River Yangste, on which river she was proceeding about her 
lawful business. That incident, the trials and endurances which followed, and her 
final triumphant dash down the river under cover of darkness, are the subject of an 
admirably told narrative by Brigadier Lucas Phillips. It was a most creditable episode 
in the history of the Royal Navy, and it has lost nothing in the telling. Clear maps, 
and diagrams of the ship, help greatly to explain the whole course of events.

A third edition of this official statement of policy and practice, first published in 

1945, has become necessary through further changes and developments in the prison 

and Borstal services, arising in the main from the progressive implementation of the 

new forms of treatment introduced by the Criminal Justice Act, 1948. After a note 
on general principles, there are chapters on the population of the prisons, classification 
and training of prisoners, treatment of convicted prisoners, special classes of prisoners, 
persistent offenders and young offenders, medical services, after-care of prisoners and 
administration and staff.

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BOY SCOUT JUBILEE. E. E. Reynolds. Oxjord University Press, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This is a short history of the Boy Scout Movement told for Scouts and all those 
interested in the Movement. The author writes with enthusiasm based on long 
experience, and vividly portrays the character, the humanity and love of adventure 
of the Founder, Lord Baden-Powell, and how one man’s vision, energy and ideals 
gave rise to the vast organisation that has now spread all over the world and has 
profoundly influenced educational theories and practice. The book ends with a 
chapter on Scouting in five Continents. (360-4)

THE SCHOOL TEACHERS. The Growth of the Teaching Profession in 
England and Wales from 1800 to the present day. A. Tropp. Heinemann, 21s. 1957. 
286 pages. 

Dr. Tropp traces the social history of elementary school teachers from the beginning 
of the 19th century, when their status was at its lowest, down to 1956. The formation 
of groups of teachers into local associations on a denominational basis gradually 
increased until 1870 when, with the passing of the Education Act, these bodies united 
in the National Union of Teachers, and successfully fought for the advancement of 
the teachers’ interests and the improvement of elementary education. Dr. Tropp 
devotes over half his book to the history of the National Union of Teachers, and 
shows how they have succeeded in achieving their aims. His book is important for 
the light it throws both on social conditions and on the history of English education.

Biology receives considerable 
attention, while Chemistry takes a less important position, being regarded ‘as an 
indispensable tool for the study of the biological and physical sciences’.

The first volume of Mr. Greenhill’s Merchant Schooners described the building and 
the builders of Great Britain’s smaller sailing flect, which had such an astonishing 
foreign and coast-wise record in the 19th century. His new and succeeding volume 
describes the men who ran these small ships, and the way they lived and worked. 
Many plans are included, and such subjects as ownership and insurance are covered. 
Mr. Greenhill, a close researcher into the regular cargo runs of sailing ships, has put 
the economic historian greatly in his debt; and, by describing the men of a most 
adventurous era, he has presented a full and vivid maritime story, illustrated with 
contemporary photographs.

Aladdin is considerably the longest of the three long tales in this collection. All of 
them abound in the sensuous luxury, the magic and the wanton cruelty which 
characterise the whole cycle, and they provide excellent examples of the narrative 
skill which was a matter of life and death to the daring Scheherazade. To speak of 
them as fairy tales is by no means to imply that they are of the bowdlerised kind. The 
translation is done in a vigorous contemporary idiom which succeeds, however, in 
preserving much of the essential fantasy of the tales.

Charles Duff, General Editor of the Basis and Essentials textbooks of modern languages, 

and author of a number of works on language-learning, has now written a compre- 

hensive course of Spanish for adults. Spanish is attracting many students, particularly 
since UNO recognised it as an official language; it is an easy language for beginners 
and is very rewarding. Those bewildered by the number of grammars available 
would be well advised to examine Mr. Duff’s latest book in which every modern 
resource is used to help the student. One small point: on page 267 Mr. Duff recom- 
mends Ramsey’s grammar for further study adding, however, that it is ‘rather old’; 
in fact, a new edition of Ramsey has appeared since Spanish for Adults went to press.

SCIENCE AND HUMAN LIFE: Successes and Limitations. J. A. V. Butler. 
Pergamon Press, 158. 1957. 22 cm. 172 pages. Bibliography. 
The author, a Professor of Physical Chemistry in the University of London, has 
already written a work of extreme interest, Man and Microcosm. Here he continues his 
enquiry into the significance of scientific discoveries and their bearing upon human 
life and its meaning. There are valuable chapters on inorganic nature, on the theory of 
man as an automaton, on the machinery of reproduction, and on the age-old problem 
of mind and matter. The second half of the book discusses these questions in their 
social context. Of particular originality and importance is the contrast between the 
abstract world of science and the concrete world of value. This is a book by a scientist 
who, gifted with imagination and insight, has a message as much for his colleagues as

both Government and industry. The book is a useful guide for parents and all who 
are in any way concerned with the education of the young, and gives an excellent 
idea of the satisfaction that is to be gained from a career in science.

This book by Dr. Cook covers for the non-specialist all that branch of Physics called 

‘Light’. It starts by discussing whether light consists of waves or of particles and 

proceeds to discuss the source of light, how we see light, how we take photographs 

and the latest development for the measurement of the speed of light. This book is 








intended for the layman and is eminently readable by the layman. It is instructive, 
well written, well illustrated and comprehensive. (535) 


WAVE OPTICS: Interference and Diffraction. C. Curry. Edward Arnold, 
21s.

Highly recommended as a textbook for students of physics who, having reached 
advanced level standard in the General Certificate of Education, intend to read the 
subject to degree level. A very clear account of the principles of interference and 
diffraction has been provided by the author, who is Lecturer in Physics in the 
University of Leeds. The treatment is not too mathematical in character and there is 
an adequate consideration of the applications of interference and diffraction, particular 
regard being paid to the design and performance of optical instruments. (535°3) 


SEMICONDUCTORS: THEIR THEORY AND PRACTICE: 
G. Goudet and C. Meuleau. Translated from the French by G. King. Macdonald &

Of the book’s three parts the first deals with fundamental theories of semiconductors, 

the second with technology, and the third with principal applications. The volume 

covers the whole field of semiconductors and not only the relatively modern tran- 
sistor. The authors are well qualified by their own work on the subject and by their 
association with one of the principal laboratories where work on semiconductors is 
carried out. To each chapter in the second and third parts is appended an extensive 
bibliography. The excellent translation has been made by an engineer in one of the 
foremost English laboratories working in this field. This extremely comprehensive 
work will be of particular value to engineers and research workers. ($37°22)

An excellent popular account of the subject, written by a scismologist of the 
Geophysics Division of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
Wellington, New Zealand. Wide in its outlook, the book includes chapters on 
seismographic methods of recording, reading records, how and where earthquakes 
happen, inside the earth, earthquakes and volcanoes, etc. There is much interesting 
matter showing the relation of geological structure to seismology and about the 
employment of geophysical methods (somewhat similar to those used for recording 
earthquakes) for many industrial purposes, such as prospecting for oil and the investi- 
gation of dam sights for hydro-electric undertakings. The book is most readable and 
authoritative, much of it being based on the author’s personal experience in New 
Zealand.

Index. (‘Modern Living’ Series) 
As its title indicates this book is intended for the reader without any special scientific 
training. It is also suitable for upper school forms. It covers a very wide field— 
geological history and evolution, ai structure and function, heredity, behaviour. 
There is also something about ecology, the higher green plants, moulds, bacteria, 
and viruses. It is, throughout, a delightfully easy and entertaining book as well as an 
instructive one. Almost all its petatss. have a clear, everyday significance. The intro- 
duction of controversial issues in such questions as food supply and population balance 
add to its interest for the adult. The author is well-known in teaching circles in Great

THE GREAT VILLAGE. The Economic and Social Welfare of Hanuabada, 
an Urban Community in Papua. Cyril S. Belshaw. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s.

This is the first systematic study of its kind to be made in Melanesia, and represents 

an original contribution in an important field of research. In ‘welfare’ Dr. Belshaw 

includes not only the material basis of life but also those values which the people feel 

to be fundamental to their own way of living. A year was spent in Hanuabada and a 

mass of quantitative and qualitative data collected. Though the people are at least 

nominally Christian and most of the men are wage-earners, much of the traditional 
kinship system has persisted, and ceremonial commitments account for a considerable 

roportion of cash expenditure. But new organisations and, with them, new forms of 
leadership have developed, and these are analysed in detail. This book should be read 
by all concerned with problems of social and economic change in under-developed

This latest collection of papers to appear in a series of symposia now widely appre- 

ciated was read at a conference held at Aberystwyth in September 1956. As usual, 

each contribution is presented as a separate paper with its own references and in- 
dependently-numbered illustrations and text-figures. The papers are technical at the 
highest level, dealing largely with the physiology and biochemistry of hormone 
action on aspects of plant growth. A smaller section deals with some similar problems 
in animals and contains some valuable contributions, notably a survey by Professor 
Wigglesworth on moulting hormones in insects. The book will be needed mainly by 
research workers in the relevant fields. (574-19) 
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THOSE OF THE FOREST. Wallace Byron Grange. Faber, 21s. 1957.

Mr. Grange’s book has already had a great vogue on the other side of the Atlantic, 
but its closely observed descriptions of wild life in an American forest will appeal 
immediately to naturalists in all parts of the world, Wildlife conservation is the 
author’s job and he has obviously spent much of his life in close contact with forest 
creatures throughout the seasons. His story loosely follows the fortunes of a snowshoe 
rabbit, but this is a tenuous thread to bind together his accounts of the lives of wolves, 
deer, grouse, owls and so on. The style is straightforward and the biological back- 
ground to the writing is unobtrusive but reassuring. (574°)

of tropical animals and plants, and the abundant monochrome photographs drive 
home the astonishing variety and complexity of the habitats and the exaggerated 
virtuosity of some of the adaptations evolved. Any reader with a spark of imagination, 
whether naturalist or no, will be stirred by turning these pages. As usual, the text 
is authoritative and is sensibly divided into a general account of tropical environments, 

a more detailed examination of the major habitats, a survey of animal life and finally

The saxifrages and the stonecrops, with 

which she deals in this volume, lend themselves to elegant arrangement. It is pleasing 

to find that a reference work can contain so much aesthetic delight.

There are also chapters which deal with the position 

of freshwater fish in the hierarchy of animals, with their ecological importance and 

with their sporting qualities. It is a book primarily addressed to naturalists, but both

This is the third volume of Dr. Osman Hill’s great work on Primates, which will

assembly covered by the popular term ‘monkeys’. Over 100 pages are devoted to an 
introduction to the group as a whole and to the New World monkeys. The remainder 
begins its systematic account with the marmosets and tamarins, leaving the rest of the 

Cebidae for subsequent treatment. As in previous volumes, one cannot but admire 

the care and thoroughness of the account, especially on aspects, such as palaeontology, 

which were badly in need of synthesis. Much of the taxonomic reassessment is based 

on the author’s own work of dissection. (599-8)

tributors to this edition, which is much revised, especially in the sections on endocrino- 
logy, diseases of metabolism and of the respiratory and cardiovascular systems. Other 
important changes are five new articles on skin diseases and a completely new section 
on diseases of the nervous system, by Denis Brinton, who succeeds Sir Francis Walshe.

Dr. Rosalind Pitt-Rivers presided over this symposium held in London in June 1956 

to which thirty-two specialists from Europe, North and South America and New 
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Zealand contributed eighteen papers which formed the basis of their subsequent 
discussions. Both the papers, with references to the literature, and discussions are here 
reported in full and illustrated. They cover most thoroughly every aspect of this 
complex subject, including the application of radioactive isotopes, and range from a 
consideration of hypothalamus-pituitary-thyroid relationships, by G. W. Harris and 
J. W. Woods, renal metabolism of thyroid hormones and the biological activity of 
the products, by H. Lardy and his associate workers, cellular actions of thyroxine, by 
S. B. Baker, to clinical effects of triiodothyroacetic acid, by W. R. Trotter. (612-4) 


RECENT OUTBREAKS OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES. S. Leff. 
H. K. Lewis, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 420 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Written for those concerned with public health, Dr. Leff’s well documented accounts 
of epidemics which have occurred in the United Kingdom during the last twenty 
years or so will also interest the layman with a medical bent. He groups them by 
causation; virus infections, smallpox, poliomyelitis, Q fever, psittacosis and 
Bornholm disease; bacterial infections, enteric fever, bacterial food poisoning, and 
diphtheria; and outbreaks due to inert poisonous substances, lead poisoning and 
atmospheric pollution. Dr. Leff discusses the historical background and clinical features 
of infectious diseases, and their treatment and general methods of control, the 
epidemiology of each outbreak, the source of infection, spread and the control 
measures instituted in each particular set of circumstances. The practitioner will find 
most useful the descriptions of infectious diseases as modified by immunisation.

Here the papers and discussions of the third symposium of the Biological Council’s 
Co-ordinating Committee for Symposia on Drug Action, of which Sir Charles 
Harington was chairman, are assembled in full and documented. Divided into four 
sessions, the symposium first dealt with chemical and biochemical aspects and included 
a paper on a recently developed series of ganglion-blocking agents. The second 
session dealt with pharmacology, including hydralazine and reserpine, B-haloalky- 
lamines and the veratrum alkaloids. In the third, in which clinical aspects were 
discussed, two speakers were able to give results of hypotensive drugs over five years, 
and in the final session seven writers applied fundamental physiological techniques to 
the problems of human hypertension.

The Dermatologist to the Royal Northern Hospital, London, has joined the Consult- 

ing Physician of that hospital in this revision of a most practical atlas. The usefulness 

of the colour plates is greatly augmented by the convenient arrangement of the text, 
descriptive sections of which are placed, when possible, opposite the relevant plate. 

The authors consider incidence, diagnosis and differential diagnosis; they also give 

full details of current treatment and include references to important recent papers, 

the results of whose findings they summarise, adding their own comments. The text, 

which covers conditions most frequently encountered in dermatological practice, has 

been brought into line with modern views, and some new plates have been added.

The Senior Lecturer in Surgery, St. George’s Hospital, London, combines in this 

monograph his original research for the Moynihan Prize Essay, 1955, and for his 

thesis on the effect of abdominal operation on the mechanical functions of the lungs 
submitted to London University for the degree of Master of Surgery. In integrating 
them, Mr. Anscombe has approached the subject from the clinical viewpoint of 
surgeons and anaesthetists. General chapters on the incidence and causation of post- 
operative complications and the mechanism of breathing introduce the work, then 
follows an account of investigations of pulmonary mechanical function. Pre-operative 
considerations, the effects of different types of operation and post-operative factors are 
discussed, before elucidating the effect of operation on the total capacity of the lungs 
and the various pulmonary complications. The monograph is most usefully 
documented. (617) 


SURGERY OF THE ANUS, ANAL CANAL AND RECTUM. 
E. S. R. Hughes. Livingstone, 50s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 316 pages. 277 illustrations.

Formerly Resident Surgical Officer at St. Mark’s Hospital, London, Mr. Hughes 

draws for his monograph upon his experience there and more recently at the Royal 

Melbourne Hospital. Intended for surgeons, practitioners and medical students, the 

text, which is illustrated with excellent line drawings and photographs by the author 

himself, opens with detailed chapters on surgical anatomy, symptoms, investigation 
and anaesthesia, then clearly and concisely describes such up-to-date techniques in 
ano-rectal surgery as are now considered normal hospital practice. Mr. Hughes, who 
pays careful attention to pre- and post-operative treatment, throughout gives his 
personal comments and criticisms and adds references to key papers. His book most 
usefully fills a gap in a British medical literature. (617) 


DEVELOPMENTAL ABNORMALITIES OF THE EYE. Ida Mann. 
and edition, revised and enlarged. British Medical Association, 90s. 1957. 25 cm.

The former Professor of Ophthalmology in the University of Oxford has now 

incorporated in her outstanding monograph for ophthalmologists the results of new 

research undertaken since 1937. In this key work, Miss Mann uses her exceptional 
knowledge of ocular embryology and comparative anatomy to relate embryology to 
clinical problems; abnormalities are admirably illustrated and fully described, and case 
histories given. She critically examines the developmental and pathological theories 
advanced by other workers and also offers her own views. A comprehensive biblio- 
graphy of world literature completes the monograph. (617-7) 


RCENT ADVANCES IN ANAESTHESIA AND ANALGESIA 
(including Oxygen Therapy). C. Langton Hewer and J. Alfred Lee. 8th edition.

The Consultant Anaesthetist, Southend-on-Sea Hospital, collaborates with the 

Anaesthetist in Charge, St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, London, in an edition which 

greatly differs from earlier ones. In the past Dr. Hewer described the background, 

against which he then gave full consideration to advances. Now, owing to the growth 
of the subject, the joint authors can for the most part deal with recent developments. 

However, there are exceptions when a new or a particularly compact subject is being 
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considered: for example, anaesthetic explosions, muscle relaxants, the phenothiazine 
derivatives and hypothermia. This very thorough survey, in which the authors also 
give the result of their own experience, is usefully illustrated and very well 
documented.

lumbar region and of techniques and their sequels are augmented by a series of 
excellent drawings. While he has primarily written to guide hospital residents and 
surgeons who are obliged to administer their own spinal anaesthetics, Sir Robert 

Macintosh also discusses scientific principles and includes \he results of research in his 

own department. The text of the second edition has some minor alterations, and the 

illustrations and references have been revised. (617-96)

ELECTRONS GO TO WORK. J. Gordon Cook. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1957.

The historical or chronological approach is well suited to a book of this kind, which 
attempts to describe, in an elementary manner, the evolution, significance and future 
development of the electronic sciences. The chapters follow the conventional textbook 
order beginning with atomic theory, current electricity and electro-magnetism, going 
on to describe the main applications such as telecommunication, thermionics, radar, 
television, etc., and ending with the more recent developments such as semiconductor 
devices and electronic computers. The author has a flair for explaining difficult 
technical concepts in terms which can be readily understood by people with little 
scientific background, who will find this book a useful and interesting introduction to 
the subject.

The portable power tool with its accessories is probably the most versatile piece of 

apparatus that has come within the reach of the home handyman. Its uses are practically 

unlimited, but they are often overlooked by many people. For that reason it is 
gratifying to find a book that deals so well with the subject. The information given 
is very detailed, which is of prime importance to the beginner if the greatest benefit 
is to be obtained from the tools. At the same time the material is so well presented 
that the expert should find something new in this work. The information dealing 
with the accessories is completely up to date and the many illustrations serve to explain 
their uses very clearly.

Not only does it 
list all types of aircraft (including American) used by the Royal Air Force between 
1918 and 1957, but it also gives the following comprehensive information; a short 
history of each aircraft and its operational record, the different marks of every type 
constructed, the squadrons by which it was used, performances, and similar useful 
data. The numerous photographs and three view line drawings are clearly produced. 
It is, in fact, an indispensable volume for any serious student of air history. (629-133)

that a book should be published which summarises the progress that has been made 

The present work contains twelve 
chapters, describing the results of research and development in the most important 
aspects of this subject The authors, who are all well-known authorities in their 
respective fields, make no attempt to over-simplify their treatment of the subject, yet 
there is little that cannot be grasped by an intelligent reader, even if he has had no 
scientific or technical training. For those with the necessary background, a number of 
appendices are devoted to a fairly elementary mathematical treatment of the major 
problems described in the text.

SITKA SPRUCE IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. A Study in Forest 
Relationships. W. R. Day. H.M. Stationery Office, 20s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 116 pages.

Bulletin No. 28) 
English forests now contain a high proportion of introduced species of trees and the 
Sitka spruce is one that has been planted here for many years. Mr. Day, a lecturer 
in Forest Pathology in the University of Oxford, went to British Columbia in 1952 
to visit the native haunts of Sitka spruce and assess its requirements and performance, 
and this report is the result. It is a careful evaluation of the species in relation to soil 
types and associated trees and shows that Sitka spruce needs fairly rich soil, well 
supplied with moisture, to flourish and eliminate competitors. The detailed results 
will be valuable to practical foresters as well as to general ecologists. (634975)

R. A. Lawrie. H.M. Stationery Office, 6s. 1957. 24 cm. 86 pages. Graphs.

A detailed report of investigations aimed at improving the quality of frozen beef 

exported from Australia. Studies were made of: the blast freezing of hot beef quarters 
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compared with the ordinary commercial freezing process in respect of weight losses, 
‘drips’, and palatability; the physiological and biological effects on the meat of such 
pre-slaughter treatment as fasting, enforced exercise and insulin shock treatment; and 
the effects of these pre-slaughter treatments on weight losses and palatability. An 
appendix in non-technical language deals with the implications of the experiments 
and the way in which results may be used by the meat trade. (636-21)

CAPE OF STORMS. Trawling off the coast of North Russia.

Mr. Popham, known for his poems and plays, served in World War II in the Navy. 
In this book he returns to the sea and writes about the life of a group of trawlermen 
on a routine voyage from Hull to their fishing grounds three thousand miles away 
in the far and very icy north, off the Murmanski coast. His account of the way in 
which the fish are brought home is attractively written, and his fishermen are vivid 
people. “These days’ he says, ‘when it’s soft for the body and hard for the soul . . . there 
is a kind of nostalgia for discomfort.’ Of ‘roughing-it’ there is good measure even on 
a modern trawler, and the author well describes it.

It is also extremely readable and 
contains many interesting pieces of erudition, ranging in time from 2000 B.C., when 
only the ‘insolent and oppressive’ Scythians took their wine neat, to the up-to-date 
African fermenting Lyle’s Golden Syrup for distillation in a home-made still; in space 
from Kashmir with its Apple Brandy to Mexico and Mescal made from the Dumpling 
Cactus; and in literature from Circe’s Pramnian wine in the Odyssey to Maurice

POTTERY MAKING AND DECORATING. Reginald Marlow.

The different stages in making hand-pottery are clearly illustrated in the excellent 
photographs in this manual written by the Principal of the Stoke-on-Trent College 
of Art. ‘Making’ (i.e. modelling the shape of a vessel from the ball of clay), firing, 
glazing and decoration are treated in sequence, with a concluding chapter on the 
history of pottery illustrated by typical pieces. Both beginners and advanced students 
will find many useful and little known techniques of the professional potters here 
illustrated and lucidly described.

VARNISH MANUFACTURE AND PLANT. H. W. Chatfield. 
2nd edition. Leonard Hill, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. 468 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

Intended for the chemical engineer, plant manufacturer and specialist varnish manu- 
facturer, this is an excellent work by a well known consultant. After reviewing the 
choice of materials for varnish plant construction and their chemical and physical 
properties, the author proceeds to discuss such chemical engineering considerations 
as methods of heating, fluid transportation, valves, condenser systems, mixing, 
clarification, etc. Subsequent chapters review in detail the methods of manufacture 
of resins and varnishes with emphasis on plant requirements and methods. Legal 
factors affecting varnish manufacture are also considered, providing a useful cuide to 
the layman. The work is well documented with references to the original literature, 
and the illustrations of modern equipment should be of considerable interest, particu- 
larly to the advanced student. (667:7)

VISION AND DESIGN. Roger Fry. 7th impression. Chatto & Windus, 
10s.

This selection of writings on art by Roger Fry (d.1934), who in his day held a pre- 
eminent place as critic and champion of the Post-Impressionist movement, was first 
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published in 1920. The essays range from general aesthetics to bushmen art, from 
negro sculpture to Diirer, from Giotto to Aubrey Beardsley. Fry’s intellectual 
approach to the arts limited his appreciation of certain schools and epochs, but his writ- 
ings have an assured place in the history of art criticism. This reprint will bring Fry 
nearer to a new generation for whom his name is perhaps little more than a legend.

By the use of numerous illustrations and coloured 
maps he has succeeded in presenting the Council’s plans for achieving its main aim: a 
pleasanter and healthier place in which to live. The methods used, described as 
co-ordination, consolidation and conservation, are fully expounded, not without 
mention of the difficulties which have been faced and which have yet to be overcome. 
This attempt to deal with the problems of an expanding city area should be of special 
value to a world which is rapidly becoming urbanised.

He blends erudition with 

rare enthusiasm which lightens even his highly technical sections on construction, 
materials and fingering. From a detailed study of primitive origins, Mr. Baines traces 
the evolution of the four main types of woodwind into their modern forms. There is 

a brilliant chapter on the medieval wind band and the functions of many beautiful

In this latter section he attempts, fairly successfully, to show how 
Australia, with a comparatively small population, has been able to produce so many 
top-class lawn tennis players.

But there are also 
stories of mountain adventure in such widely separated countries as Canada, Switzer- 
land and Africa. Three articles on glaciology add to our knowledge of that interesting 
subject. The illustrations, maps, sketches and general production reach their usual 
high standard. It is indeed a volume which every mountaineer will wish to possess.

THE POETRY OF EXPERIENCE. The Dramatic Monologue in 
Modern Literary Tradition. Robert Langbaum. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1957. 
23 cm. 246 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

It was towards the end of the 18th century that the individual became conscious of 

the split between objects and their value and was thrown back on his own emotions 

as a source of value. To heal this split, Mr. Langbaum contends, imaginative experience 
became a vital mode of perception and the poetry which it created often took the 
form of the monologue. This form has not yet been very thoroughly examined and 

Mr. Langbaum has much that is original to say of its handling by Tennyson, 

Browning, Pound, Eliot and others. His theory is vigorously developed and it extends 

beyond poetry to the drama and contemporary thought. (808-1) 


THE ART OF DRAMA. Ronald Peacock. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 270 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Both student and practitioner of drama will find much in Professor Peacock’s book, 
a sequel to The Poet and the Theatre (1946), to interest and concern them. His is the 
scientific approach, and his aim the definition of the nature of drama as an art form. 
His main thesis is based on a view of images and imagery and their relation to form 
and expression. The problems of interrelated art forms from which drama springs is 
discussed at length, first in art itself, then in images and words, in music and poetry, 
and finally in drama. His examples are drawn from many countries and ages and 
accompanied by a very useful select bibliography. The book might well be termed a 
grammar of drama and as such fills another gap in theatrical literature. (808-2) 


THE ART OF THE DRAMATIST. A Lecture together with Appendices 

and Discursive Notes. >» Priestley. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 100 pages. 
Mr. Priestley’s lecture delivered at the Old Vic Theatre in September, 1956, precedes 
his Appendices and Discursive Notes, based on a seminar for writers and students 
which the next day followed the lecture. The latter is largely a probing into the 
qualities of ‘dramatic experience’ in order to discover the nature of drama and the 
art of the dramatist, and this lecture may in time be taken to exemplify the pattern of 
drama of the naturalistic school. As such, it is and will remain of value. The second 
part of the book, in which he broadens and amplifies his thesis, contains much that is 
autobiographical. It closes with a plea for “Theatre-in-the-Round’. (808-2)

POEMS 1943-1956. Richard Wilbur. Faber, 15s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 136 pages. 
Mr. Wilbur has already published three books of poems in the United States, where 
his reputation is very high. The present selection should gain recognition for him 
elsewhere as being one of the best poets of his generation writing in English. His 
poems are elegant and witty, and Mr. Wilbur has a control of language and rhythm 
that makes much contemporary verse look a little stumbling and awkward. He is 
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always civilised and controlled in expression, but his urbanity does not stifle the 
deep sympathy which shows itself over a wide range of subjects. (811-5)

ESSAYS AND STUDIES 1957. Being Volume Ten of the New Series 
of Essays and Studies collected for the English Association by Margaret Willy. 
Murray, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 128 pages. 

This year’s selection includes, as several volumes in the series have done, an element of 

philological interest as well as literary criticism. Sir Ernest Gowers writes on importa- 

tions into the English vocabulary and reminds us that the word we reject with nausea 
is likely to be swallowed by our children and that popular taste must remain the 
arbiter. Helen Darbishire discusses Milton’s poetic language, in particular his instinctive 
decorum in the choice of rare words and the subtlety of his musical effects. The 
volume is made particularly topical by an appreciative essay by Howard Sergeant 
on the poetry of Roy Campbell. (820-5)

ENGLISH AND SCOTTISH BALLADS. Edited with an Introduction 
and Critical Notes by Robert Graves. Heinemann, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. (The Poetry Bookshelf) 

The small compass which Mr. Graves has at his disposal offers a challenge ably met 

by this most versatile writer. The thirty-eight ballads he has chosen provide repre- 

sentative examples of the ballad-form proper, poems allied to it such as carols and 
laments, and a few later folk songs. Thus a fair notion of the range of the material is 
given and Mr. Graves in his interesting introduction discusses its character and the 
social impulses that lie behind it. The selection is designed to attract and inform the 
general reader; consequently the texts are presented in modern spelling and in edited 
versions. But, like its predecessor published by Benn in 1927, it succeeds in catching 
the spirit of the ballad world. (821-04) 


THE COMMON MUSE. An Anthology of Popular British Ballad Poetry 
XVth-XXth Century. Edited by Vivian de Sola Pinto and Allan Edwin Rodway. 
Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 416 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The ballad has a long and rich tradition in English literature. The editors of this 

anthology are particularly concerned to challenge the conventional distinction drawn 

between ‘street’ and ‘literary’ ballads and the view that the ballad proper ceased to be 
composed after Tudor times. They include a very representative selection of the 
typical anonymous ballad on a wide range of subjects, from the horrific murder to 
the doggerel of army or navy, but also the more polished products of poets such as 

Marvell or Gay, who used the ballad for political or theatrical purposes. Preceding 

them is an excellent introduction discussing the ballad’s history, and there are useful 

notes on the text. (821-04) 


RICHARD CRASHAW. A Study in Baroque Sensibility. Austin Warren. 
Faber, 21s. 1957. 21 cm. 272 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This delightful, scholarly study first appeared in America in 1939. The critical 

evaluation of Crashaw’s poetry depends upon a recognition of its devotional and 

aesthetic context as well as upon a sensitive response to its technical virtuosity and 

both requirements are met in Professor Warren's well-documented treatment of his 

subject. His preliminary chapters present important biographical information and

sympathetic accounts of the Laudian movement in England and of the artistic 
expression of the Counter-Reformation on the continent. A detailed examination 
follows of the poct’s secular and religious verse seen in relation to comparative English 
and Italian work. More recent studies of 17th century religious poetry have gone 
beyond Professor Warren’s critical assessment in certain respects, but they supplement 
rather than invalidate it. His eminently readable book remains essential for any 
thoughtful understanding of Crashaw’s mind and art. (821-4) 


ON THE POETRY OF KEATS. E. C. Pettet. Cambridge University Press, 
35S. 1957. 22 cm. 304 pages. 2 MS. facsimilies. Index. 
Apart from Shakespeare, now an international industry, no great English poet has 
attracted so many critics during recent years as John Keats, but this book deserves 
a permanent place on the overcrowded shelf. Mr. Pettet is as sensible as he is sensitive. 
His concern is to understand and interpet what the poet says, not to find evidence 
for preconceived theories of his own. He discusses the ‘influences’ on Keats’s work, 
its imagery and ‘melody’, and then concentrates mainly on Endymion, La Belle Dame 
Sans Merci, and three of the great Odes. His studies of the revisions in Keats’s manu- 
scripts are particularly illuminating. This book is of value to both the beginner and 
the advanced student. (821-7) 


DANTE GABRIEL ROSSETTI. Oswald Doughty. Longmans, for the 
British Council, 2s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 32 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. (Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Rossetti’s reputation both as poet and as painter has passed through some sharp 

vicissitudes. But today, through his affinities to Blake before him and Yeats and the 

Symbolist movement after him, he is beginning to be appreciated as an artist, if not 

of the highest achievement, at least of the highest significance in 19th century England. 

Professor Doughty singles out Rossetti’s early twenties as his most valuable creative 

period and is critical of the ballads of his last years. He gives a skilfully compressed 

account of the dramatic events of Rossetti’s life, which he rightly feels to be of 

great importance in estimating his poetry. (821-8) 


THE INHERITORS. Poems 1948-1955. Richard Church. Heinemann, 
10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 100 pages. 
The virtues present in Mr. Church’s poems are, perhaps, too unspectacular to gain 
him fashionable applause, but he is certainly one of the most skilful of living English 
poets. Beneath the refreshing explicitness of his verse one is seldom aware of the 
craftsmanship that has gone into the making of it. This collection of his latest work 
illustrates very well the range of his interests and sympathies, and the extent of his 
skill in handling his materials. It is a book that should be read by anyone interested 
in the permanent values of English poetry. (821-9) 


A CANDLE AHEAD. Margiad Evans. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1956. 
20 cm. 40 pages. 
Margiad Evans, who is better known as a writer of prose, reveals herself in this book 
as a mystical poet. Mostly her visions are of sadness, darkness and deprivation; and 
invariably they are strange. Although it must be admitted that the quality of the verse 
does not always match the fineness of the poet’s vision, sympathetic readers will 
value these poems for their visonary passion and for those moments when they attain 
a memorable splendour of utterance. (821-9) 
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ROMANTIC IMAGE. Frank Kermode. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 18s. 
1957. 22 cm. 184 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 
Movements are seldom as new as they appear: this is one of the conclusions enforced 
by Mr. Kermode’s study of the English poetry of the last three generations. In par- 
ticular he contends that the critical and poetic revolt against Romanticism led by 
T. E. Hulme, Ezra Pound and T. S. Eliot had its roots in the poetic creed of the 
1890's against which the moderns believed they were rebelling. The central figure 
in the author’s thesis is Yeats, at once a Romantic and a great modern poet, and the 
first half of the book analyses several of Yeats’s poems as illustrating the twin doctrines 
of the isolation of the artist and the value of the Image which still play so important 
a part in contemporary poetry. An admirably argued book which gives a precise 
and original direction to various critical ideas which have been in the air for several 
years past. (821-9) 


SELECTED POEMS OF DOROTHY LIVESAY 1926-1956. Intro- 
duction by Desmond Pacey. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
82 pages. 

Dorothy Livesay was a student at the University of Toronto when her first book of 

poems was published in 1929. Since then she has published five collections and con- 

tributed extensively to Canadian literary periodicals. Her poems of social protest 
written in the 1930's established her reputation widely in Canada, but the range of her 
work includes an interest in personal emotions and in Nature. Twice winner of the 

Governor-General’s Award for Poetry, Dorothy Livesay has been a leading and 

original voice among Canadian poets. (821-9C) 


THE SINAI SORT. Poems by Norman MacCaig. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 
19§7. 22 cm. 62 pages. 
The poems included in this, Mr. MacCaig’s latest collection, are a little more uneven 
in quality than those contained in Riding Lights. The poet’s gift for seeing parables in 
the experiences of everyday life is undiminished, but one wonders if sometimes he 
is not forcing his vision slightly further than his material justifies. There is no doubt 
however, that Mr. MacCaig is a poet; even in his descriptive writing one feels the 
movement of a mysterious, submerged energy, and one poem—‘Bloom on Pine-trees 
in August’—is really perfect of its kind. (821-9) 


VISITATIONS. Louis MacNeice. Faber, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 60 pages. 

The predominant mood in Mr. MacNeice’s latest volume of poems is one of gravity, 
induced by meditation upon the brevity and uncertainty of human life. The tone of 
voice has become correspondingly more subdued, although Mr. MacNeice achieves 
a fitful serenity as he records those all too rare moments of illumination by which 
we may be visited. Any reader who assumes that the poets of the Thirties are played 
out may revise his views after reading this volume. (821-9) 


THE COLLECTED POEMS OF FRANCIS CAREY SLATER. 
Blackwood, 12s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 326 pages. 

To those conversant with contemporary trends in European poetry, Dr. Slater's 

poems will, understandably, seem a little out of the mainstream, a little ‘old- 

fashioned’. Most of them have an obvious muscularity that bears some relation to the 

Byron of Don Juan or, and perhaps inevitably, to the poems of the late Roy Campbell. 

But despite the hint of datedness these poems are the expression of a highly individual 
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consciousness steeped in a culture—as rough, exotic and contradictory as the African 
continent itself—very far removed from that of Europe. These are exciting poems 
and their publication is, as Roy Campbell has written in the preface, ‘a great event 
in South African literature’. (821-9SA) 


English Drama 
SHAKESPEARE’S WORDPLAY. M. M. Mahood. Methuen, 18s. 1957. 
25 cm. 192 pages. Index. 

Puns and double-entendres in Shakespeare’s poetry have assumed an ever-increasing 
importance for modern critics. This is no doubt because the element of surprise 
has almost ceased to exist in the most familiar plays for the contemporary audience 
and critics can devote themselves to probing deeper and deeper for secondary 
meanings. Here the author examines the use of puns as illuminating character and as 
contributing to a play’s pattern of thought. Professor Mahood takes as examples five 
representative plays and a number of sonnets; while the subject is becoming a well 
worn one, her own conclusions are fresh and provocative. (822-3) 


SHAKESPEARE’S PLAYS: A COMMENTARY. M. R. Ridley. 
Reprint. Dent, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 236 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

Modern commentators have developed an increasingly microscopic approach to 
Shakespeare. Mr. Ridley’s main purpose here is to stand back and see the plays in 
perspective. The first part of his book, which was first published in 1937, contains 
four essays on different aspects of Shakespeare appreciation; the second provides brief 
commentaries on the plays individually. Shakespeare needs to be read, Mr. Ridley 
rightly emphasises, not so much in the manner of poetry or fiction but as a musical 
score, with the reader constantly filling in expression, gesture and dramatic rhythm for 
himself. A book which offers much sound advice and compels the reader to re- 
examine many contemporary assumptions concerning Shakespeare and his critics.

THE PENGUIN BOOK OF GERMAN VERSE. Introduced and edited 
by Leonard Forster, with plain prose translations of each poem. Penguin Books, 6s. 
1957. 18 cm. 508 pages. Index. Paper covers. 

Professor Forster’s selection ranges from the Hildebrandslied, the earliest monument 

of German heroic poetry, to the present day, with the exclusion of authors born after 

1900. A fair allowance of space is given to medieval poets, and readers who may 
find Middle High German difficult have the prose translations to help them. The 
translations will also be useful for some of the more abstruse modern poems. Professor 

Forster, whose copious anthology is intended both for those who know German well 

and those whose knowledge is weak, has already shown in German Poetry 1944-1948 

(1949) his quality as a guide through the rich world of German verse. (831-08) 


HUGO VON HOFMANNSTHAL. H. A. Hammelmann. Bowes & Bowes, 
7s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 64 pages. Bibliographical note. (Studies in Modern European 
Literature and Thought) 

Apart from his fame as a playwright and the librettist of Richard Strauss, Hofmannsthal 

was a major poet by virtue of the handful of poems he wrote in his eatly youth and a 

critical essayist of perception and charm. All these aspects of his literary work are 

surveyed and commented on in this concise and lucid volume, the first monograph 
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on the subject in English, though by a German-speaking author. A book for scholars 
would have offered more bibliographical documentation, but this succinct introduc- 
tion can be strongly recommended to the wide public who know Hofmannsthal 
only from his connection with opera and the Salzburg festivals. (831-9)

FROM BAUDELAIRE TO SURREALISM. Marcel Raymond. Trans- 
lated from the French. Peter Owen, 30s. 1957. 19 cm. 446 pages. 9 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

This survey by the eminent French critic remains the best account of the development 

of French poetry since Victor Hugo, when Baudelaire, the Romantic-Parnassian 

Symbolist, exponent of the interdependence of all the arts, became the great influence. 

Mallarmé and Valéry followed him, retaining, like Péguy and Claudel, their own 

individuality. Surrealism, preaching the importance of the un-reasoned in art, a 

movement now dead, has nevertheless left its mark on all modern literature and art. 

The anonymous American translator, using the first (1933) edition, does not include 

Raymond’s poignant epilogue of the 1940 edition. But a suggestive critical Intro- 

duction by Harold Rosenberg, admirable reading lists and bibliographies, an 

appendix on ‘Mallarmé and Painting’ by D. Kahnweiler, and nine illustrations are 

added, making a valuable and attractive volume. (841-09)

COMEDY IN THE SOVIET THEATRE. Peter Yershov. Atlantic Press 
for the [American] Research Program on the U.S.S.R., 358. 1957. 21°5 cm. 288 pages. 
Index. 

This is a somewhat melancholy recital of the plots of plays typical of each genre of 

Soviet comedy, Government or Party inspired or directed, yet withal, now and then, 

divulging almost unawares the Russian innate sense of comedy and theatre. The 

account takes us from the time of the Revolution to the present day, each chapter 
in historical order dealing with some new type of play, folk buffoonery, Living 

Newspaper, comedy of manners, the industrial, agricultural, lyrical (psychological) 

comedies, etc., each with the purpose of moulding the minds and emotions of the 

people in relation to the State. Each chapter is copiously supplied with notes.

THE ANNUAL REGISTER OF WORLD EVENTS. A Review of 
the Year 1956. Edited by Sir Ivison Macadam assisted by Margaret Cleeve. 
Longmans, 105s. 1957. 23 cm. $38 pages. Chronology. Index. 

Although Middle East and African affairs in general are fully dealt with, the Suez 

crisis is the central theme of this volume. The record of its development and of the 

reactions it evoked will be found in a number of sections, particularly those on the 

United Kingdom and Egypt and the United Nations. M. Krushchev’s denunciation 

of Stalin and the reactions which followed in Eastern Europe are also discussed. As 

usual Parts I, II, and III deal with the History of the United Kingdom, The Common- 

wealth, and Foreign History. Part IV now covers The Year in Science; Part V, 

Literature, the Arts, Economics and Law in the United Kingdom; and Part VI, 

Documents and Reference. (905-8) 
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Geography Travel Description 
AN ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 
Prepared by the Economist Intelligence Unit. Blackie, 18s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 304 
pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
This economic geography is designed to be ‘useful to people of all ages’. It is clearly 
written, with the emphasis on general considerations and trends, so that few statistics 
are encountered in the text, or indeed anywhere in the book. After describing the 
distribution of population in the Commonwealth, it examines the sources of food 
supplies and then of the materials of industry. In the discussion of the pattern of 
industry there is a simple explanation of industrial location and growth, with some 
reference to the amelioration of under-developed countries. The second half of the 
book gives brief accounts of the main characteristics of the economies of Common- 
wealth countries. (911-3) 


FRANCE. Martin Hiirlimann. With an Appreciation by Paul Valéry. Revised 
and enlarged edition. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1957. 31 cm. 60 pages of text. 233 
photographs (6 in colour). 

Martin Hiirlimann’s remarkable series of photographs of all parts of France are of the 

highest quality; well-chosen examples illustrate the great diversity of scenery and 

monuments which contributes to the country’s attractions. He brings out the pagan 
mystery of the Auvergne, the sombre richness of Burgundy, the sunny laziness of 
the Yonne valley; the sophistication of Paris is sharply etched and fierce religious 

Brittany is clearly depicted. He lingers lovingly over Roman ruins and Gothic 

buildings but has not neglected today’s achievements. The six examples in colour 

have a quality which cannot fail to rouse enthusiasm in the most obtuse observer. 

This splendid collection is supplemented by an introduction by Paul Valéry (excep- 

tionally well translated) and notes on the plates which are informative and interesting 

without being tedious. (914-4) 


NAVARRE: The Flea between Two Monkeys. Nina Epton. Cassell, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Map. Index. 
Nina Epton travels cheerfully through the valleys of Navarre on both sides of the 
Pyrenees. Much interesting incidental information is packed into a closely-knit 
narrative. The photographs, although well-chosen, are not as telling as the text, for 
she can evoke the atmosphere of the different districts in a way that is most convincing. 
The Navarrese are shown in a charming manner against the background of their 
peculiar customs and institutions. If her aim was to encourage the reader to visit 
Navarre the author has succeeded admirably. (914°6) 


THE ROAD TO SANTIAGO. Pilgrims of St. James. Walter Starkic. 

Murray, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 350 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Map. Index. 
Dr. Starkie, formerly head of the British Council in Spain, needs no introduction to 
anyone interested in the Spanish Peninsula, European folklore, or gypsies. In 1954 he 
made his fourth pilgrimage to the shrine of St. James of Compostela in northern 
Spain; this time he walked there from Arles, taking—and frequently playing—his 
famous violin. In this book he recounts his adventures on the way and the result is a 
mixture of history, travel and autobiography. The story is told with humour and 
every page brings an almost tangible breath of fresh air. Learning is lightly worn 
throughout, but the range of quotation is remarkable. The illustrations are excellent. 
A delightful and distinguished book. (914°6)

TO THE POLAR SUNRISE. K. Westcott Jones. Museum Press, 133.6d. 
1957. 22 cm. 160 pages. 15 photographs. Map. Index. 
This is the author’s account of his journeyings in North Norway to see how the 
people north of the Arctic Circle spend their long winters. Mr. Jones describes the 
coastal express steamer service and the vital part it plays in the life of the North; 
the effect of months of unbroken darkness on those who live there; the ‘dark sickness’ 
that sometimes afflicts the older people; their labours, pleasures and problems; and 
much else besides. There are also a gripping description of the great maelstrém and 
some graphic accounts of travel by ‘snowmobile’ with the driver finding his way by 
instinct rather than calculation. The book has the freshness that comes from first- 
hand experience and subjective description. (914-81) 


WOMEN IN A VILLAGE. An Englishwoman’s experiences and impressions 
of life in Yugoslavia under German occupation. Louisa Rayner. Heinemann, 21s. 
1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. 2 maps. 

A remarkable book. ‘Popular’ accounts of Yugoslavia are numerous, but this is an 

authentic picture of Serbian village life. The author, an Englishwoman married to a 

Serb, lived with a peasant family in the country south of Belgrade during the last 

summer of the war. She describes accurately and sympathetically the people of the 

village; their customs, social, agricultural and medical; their reactions to the civil 
war between Partisans and Chetniks and to German and Russian invasions. In addition, 
being a fine classical scholar, she draws interesting analogies between Serbian rural 

life and the worlds of Homer and Virgil. (914:97) 


PERSONAL AND ORIENTAL. Austin Coates. Hutchinson, 25s. 19§7. 
23 cm. 260 pages. Numerous photographs. 
‘It was Dev Babu who first invited me to live in an oriental home, as a guest who 
ended up almost as a member of the family’. Such is the key-note of this unusual 
travel book, in which the British author describes a journey from Japan, through 
Hong Kong, the Philippines, Burma, India and Pakistan to Istanbul, finding not 
trouble but friends, Asian and individualistic. He contrives both to be an innocent 
abroad and to show a deep and sympathetic insight into the lives of the peoples whose 
hospitality he so much enjoyed. (915) 


A FRENCH DOCTOR IN THE YEMEN. Claudie Fayein. Translated 
from the French by Douglas McKee. Hale, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

Dr. Fayein, after a year’s residence in Yemen as doctor and ethnologist, writes of her 

life and travels there with acute observation and an intimate knowledge of the people. 

In a country little penetrated by the West and rarely visited by Europeans, against 

advice, obstruction and inadequate staff and medical supplies, she ministered to high 

and low and gained their love and confidence. This lively record of a brave and 
determined woman should appeal to a wide circle of readers. The translation is good 
but the transliterations and some errors make curious reading. (915°33) 


IN HIGHEST NEPAL. Our Life among the Sherpas. Norman Hardie. 
Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Maps. 
Index. 

The contribution of the Sherpas to the success of Himalayan expeditions is well 

known. Handsome tributes have been paid to their courage and solid dependability. 


Less, however, is known of these sturdy folk off-stage. Norman Hardie, a moun- 
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taincer of considerable performance, was a member of the successful British 
Kangchenjunga expedition in 1955, and subsequently embarked on a private venture 
into Sherpa country. He lived for some months in the Sherpa village of Khumjung 
and identified himself with the Sherpa way of life. He gives a colourful and valuable 
account of these interesting people. Later he was joined by his wife at Khatmandu 
and together they returned to Khumjung. The story ends with an excursion into the 
Hongu with a theodolite to carry out an exciting topographical survey. —_ (915-42) 


AFRICAN BUFFALO TRAILS. John F. Burger. Hale, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 
222 pages. 22 photographs. 
This book is put together from the reminiscences of an adventurous and enthusiastic 
buffalo hunter, who spent the best part of half a century in south and central Africa 
and whose account harks back to the great days of the ‘career’ hunter. The book is 
packed with interesting observations on man, animals and the countryside of Africa. 
[he major part is woven around adventures with various individual buffaloes and 
confirms the almost legendary viciousness and cunning of these animals. Other 
adventures with pygmies, gorillas, cannibals and lions are related in a direct, almost 
prosaic style, which enhances the moments of excitement. (916) 


WEST AFRICA. A Study of the Environment and of Man’s Use of it. 
R. J. Harrison Church. Longmans, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. §76 pages. 32 pages of illus- 
trations. 89 maps and diagrams in text. Bibliography. Index. (Geographies for 
Advanced Studies) 

West Africa is assuming an important place in world affairs and it is timely, therefore, 

to have a detailed geographical study of the area. Dr. Harrison Church not only 

knows the relevant literature but draws upon the results of his own journeys and 
field research and upon the knowledge of numerous experts. A general survey of the 
physical basis and of the resources and their development is followed by detailed 
studies of the political units, each carefully treated on a regional basis. The general 
problem is seen to be that of maintaining balance, between, for example, the demand 
for agricultural land and the need to preserve woodland and rain forest, or between 
increase of population and food crop production. The author is moderately optimistic 
as regards the future. His well-documented book will contribute to a sound under- 
standing of West African affairs. (916-6) 


DIAMOND FEVER. Wilfred Greatorex. Cassell, 18s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 224 
pages. Illustrations. Map. 
For nearly thirty years the son of a Cambridge farmer has sought to retrieve his 
family fortunes by prospecting for diamonds in the innumerable creeks of the rivers 
of British Guiana. Diamond-digging there is the pursuit of the individual prospector 
who is prepared to sacrifice his best years and to risk disease, lunacy and death by 
mauling or drowning in a gamble to become rich overnight. How optimistic belief 
can transform this gamble into a recurrent and ineluctably possessive fever is con- 
vincingly described in language which avoids heroics yet brings out the epic qualities 
of the undauntable victim. (918-81) 


TEN STARS SOUTH OF ASIA. Don Taylor. Hale, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
190 pages. 36 photographs. 4 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The “Ten Stars’ are those on the flags of Australia and New Zealand and in this 

stimulating book the editor of the English fortnightly New Commonwealth records 

his impressions of these two Dominions. Both have developed remarkably since the 
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end of the war; 1,300,000 people have migrated to them and industrial expansion has 
been on a large scale. Both are acquiring an individual position in relation to Asia 
and America and, though the old Commonwealth ties are still strong, readers will 
find it instructive to hear of some of the changes in national life and outlook that have 
taken place. It concludes with a short but perceptive account of Fiji, which the author 
visited on his way home. (919-4) 


LIFE AMONG THE ABORIGINES. W. E. Harney. Hale, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Harney has spent over forty years in the Northern Territory of Australia as cattleman, 
trader, and Patrol Officer in the Native Affairs Branch. He had little schooling but 
has read widely and published several books. The present book suffers from defects 
of style and discursiveness, but it has some of the virtues of the man himself—zest, 
wisdom and humour. He writes with knowledge, affection and lack of sentimentality 
about the Aborigines and he has much of value to say on the problems of their welfare 
and their relations with Europeans. In the course of his anecdotes, he presents a vivid 
picture of the country and of life in the townships and on the cattle stations of the 
North. (919-429) 


ISLE OF ST. HELENA. Oswell Blakeston. Introduction by John Betjeman. 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 190 pages. Lllustrations. Map. 
A month’s visit to St. Helena—‘so many mountains so close together’—with its 
population of ‘odd Europeans, nice natives’, its turbulent history and Napoleonic 
associations, has provided Mr. Blakeston with abundant material for an entertaining 
book. He has deliberately refrained from a systematic study, and interweaves his 
topographic descriptions and historical quotations with a lively record of his own 
doings and encounters, in which the novelist’s touch is apparent. One result is that 
‘accumulation of trivia which makes a portrait of a small community’. For the 
islanders, whose foremost quality despite their poverty is their ‘heart-breaking 
hospitality’, he has a deep affection, and he pleads for further measures to improve 
the low standard of living. (919°712) 


ROCK OF EXILE. A Narrative of Tristan da Cunha. D. M. Booy. Dent, 
258. 19$7. 22 cm. 208 pages. Photographs. Drawings by E. J. Foster. Map. 
For war purposes in 1942 the British Admiralty established a signal station on Tristan 
da Cunha, which is farther from populated land than any other island in the world. 
Mr. Booy, who served there as a naval telegraphist for fourteen months, vividly 
describes the austere, lonely and seemingly improvident life of the two hundred 
islanders, their simple pursuits, their primitive dwellings, homespun dress, expressive 
language, social habits, ethical standards and courting customs. His final summary of 
post-war changes suggests that, with improved communications and the introduction 
of a new industry, the highly individualistic inhabitants are undergoing rapid 
community development. (919-712) 


TWELVE CAME BACK. Peter Lancaster Brown. Hale, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Of the fourteen who travelled in the expedition ship Tottan to man the Heard Island 

Base in the Antarctic Ocean in 1952, two failed to return—hence the title. The author, 

a biologist, tells of this tragedy in this interesting, attractively illustrated book, 

describing the daily routine of the station, his own exacting work in charge of the 

management and training of the sixty odd husky dogs, and his expeditions, some over 








unexplored mountains and glaciers, to observe the habits of the huge sea elephants, 
the gentoo and macaroni penguins and the albatross which come to the island to 
breed. (9199) 


Biography 
BY COMMAND OF THE EMPEROR. A Life of Marshal Berthier. 
S. J. Watson. Bodley Head, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
A special feature of this first English biography of Marshal Berthier is the fact that 
its author is himself a serving officer, trained in England as well as in the U.S.A. He is 
specially interested, therefore, in the professional career of the man who signed as 
chief of staff, “by command of the Emperor’, the orders which controlled Napoleon’s 
armies in his campaigns from 1796 to 1814. For those interested in army organisation 
and military history this is a serious work, in which the principles of staff control and 
war in general are illustrated from the career of a great administrator. Berthier had, 
however, a rich human side as well, and this is excellently portrayed. (92) 


THINGS WORTH WHILE. Evelyn Cheesman. Hutchinson, 21s. 197. 
22 cm. 330 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Endpaper maps. 
If, as the author claims in the introduction, this book is not an autobiography, then 
it is the nearest thing to it. Miss Cheesman’s previous books have concentrated more 
on the insects which she has hunted all over the world. This one traces the evolution 
of her career, which led to many years of fruitful work at the Insect House of the 
London Zoo, and to expeditions to the Pacific area and New Guinea. It is a simply- 
written record of observation and reflection as well as of struggle with illness and 
difficult country, and the reader is left mainly with a feeling of admiration for the 
determination which no obstacles could daunt. (92) 


FIGURES OF FUN. The caricature-statuettes of Jean-Pierre Dantan. Janet 
Seligman. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 168 pages. 21 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Aptly titled, this book is a rediscovery of the work, life and times of the French 

sculptor J. P. Dantan (1800-69), once famous for his witty plaster statuettes of con- 

temporary figures; today probably only his figure of the violinist Paganini is generally 
familiar. Miss Seligman gives a stimulating and authoritative account of the artist, 
skilfully evoking the social background of Paris, and lists in the Appendix all the 
known statuettes and busts. Among the figures reproduced are those of Balzac, Dumas, 
Liszt, Paganini, William IV of England, Rossini and Johann Strauss. An important 
book for the study of caricature and eminently readable. (92) 


RINGING THE CHANGES. An Autobiography. Mazo de la Roche. Macmillan, 

Toronto, Canada and London. Dollars 4.50: 18s. 1957. 22cm. 320pages. Illustrations. 
This well-known Canadian novelist clearly drew on much of her own experience in 
writing her popular novels about the Whiteoaks family, particularly on her childhood 
surrounded by a large and loving family, rich in ‘characters’. Of a nervous and 
sensitive disposition, she has had her share of illness and misfortune, but she has a 
great capacity for savouring life and people and this book is the record of a rewarding 
life which brought her success in writing, a life-long happy companionship with her 
cousin Caroline and the joy that followed the adoption of two children. Written with 
ease and skill, it reveals a pleasing personality. (92) 
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CHARLES DICKENS AND HIS FAMILY. A Sympathetic Study. 
W. H. Bowen. Heffer (Cambridge), 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 196 pages. 
It has long been recognised that the character and personality of Dickens have an 
interest apart from the novels themselves. Mr. Bowen’s series of essays are concerned 
with the whole Dickens family, together with such important early influences as 
Maria Beadnell and Mary Hogarth. Especially interesting are the studies of John 
Dickens and of the novelist’s own medical history. Mr. Bowen is a master of his 
subject, and in his references to Ellen Ternan in particular he has put forward certain 
ideas which may well modify current opinion. This is a book for the student of 
Dickens, and, being a ‘sympathetic study’, it will likewise please the most ardent 
Dickens enthusiast. (92) 


MISSION COMPLETED. Sir Basil Embry. Methuen, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
350 pages. 33 illustrations. 14 maps and diagrams. Index. 
Air Chief Marshal Sir Basil Embry has long been an inspiration to the Royal Air 
Force for his courage and daring, and is likely to remain so. In his personal story of 
thirty-five years’ adventurous service, other admirable qualities also emerge, such 
as leadership, enthusiasm for the job on hand, and loyalty and liking for his fellow 
officers and men. His natural impatience and dislike of delay and ‘red tape’ methods 
are other traits, and some of his outspoken views on present-day and future policy 
questions are definitely controversial; but they are obviously worthy of close study, 
as, besides his very active war posts, Embry later held such important commands as 
those of Fighter Command and of Allied Air Forces, Central Europe. This is a 
remarkable tale told plainly and simply. (92) 


LORD LOVAT OF THE ’45. The End of an Old Song. Moray McLaren. 
Jarrolds, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 230 pages. 12 plates. 
Simon Fraser, eleventh Lord Lovat, was executed on London’s Tower Hill for the 
part he played in the Jacobite Rising of 1745. There have been two good biographies 
dealing with his extraordinary character, and Mr. McLaren does not pretend to 
compete with them by providing fresh material, or adding new facts to the story. 
His aim is to give modern readers an independent, impartial account of a man who 
has become something of a myth, and who has received less than justice in the history 
books. He is anxious to clear him of the charge of being the arch-dissembdler and 
traitor who sold both sides in the last Jacobean venture. (92) 


ARCHBISHOP GARBETT. A Memoir. The Prioress of Whitby. Mowbray, 
10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations. 
The author, who had known the late Archbishop of York for many years, has 
succeeded in presenting what appears to be an authentic picture of a man who, by 
his devotion, clarity of wisdom and speech, courage and energy, made an important 
contribution to the life of his time. An account is given of his formative years, his 
work as curate and vicar, as bishop and archbishop. There is an interesting chapter 
on his travels at ai advanced age to distant parts of the world and of his work as an 
Anglican ambassador. This book is a choice tribute to a distinguished leader. —_ (92) 


FULNESS OF DAYS. The Earl of Halifax. Collins, 25s. 1957. 21 cm. 
320 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

As Viceroy of India, as Foreign Secretary, and as Ambassador to the United States, 

Lord Halifax played a great part in many important events—among them the Indian 

Round Table Conference, Munich, and the Conference of San Francisco. In this 
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book he examines these and other matters under a wide perspective, contentir 

himself with correcting, where necessary, the detailed accounts of them published by 
others and criticising what he judges to have been mistaken policies or actions. In 
what he describes as a pot pourri of reminiscence these discussions of matters of state 
are intermingled with vivid sketches of personalities, places and experiences to make 
a book of fascinating interest. From it emerges a self-portrait of a great Christian 
gentleman, a wise elder statesman, a devoted lover of nature and a man with a 


genius for friendship. (92) 


WILLIAM HARVEY. His Life and Times: His Discoveries: His Methods, 
Louis Chauvois. Translated from the French. Hutchinson, 25s. 1957. 24 cm. 
272 pages. 18 plates. 14 drawings. Bibliography. Index. 

It is fitting that the tercentenary of the death of one of the world’s greatest physio- 

logists, William Harvey, should be the occasion of the publication of a new biography. 

That such an enthusiastic work should come from France, the country which pro- 

duced Harvey’s most severe critic, Jean Riolan, is indeed a compliment. Throughout, 

Dr. Chauvois’ work shows his devotion, almost to the point of deification, to his 

subject and also his skill as a Latin scholar. As a wealth of illustrative material exists, 

the choice of plates could have been more diverse and more relevant. (92) 


THOMAS HAWEIS 1734-1820. Arthur Skevington Wood. S.P.C.K. 
for the Church Historical Society, 50s. 1957. 22 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Increasing attention is now being given by historians to the rise and development of 

the Evangelical party in the Church of England. The author of this volume makes 

a much needed contribution by this study of Haweis, the Evangelical, of whom no 

worthy record has hitherto been available. Here the missionary concern of Haweis 

is re-assessed, but, more particularly, the examination of his career, scen against the 
background of his time, enables us to gain a new understanding of the Anglican 

Evangelical movement and the relation between that movement and Methodism. Full 

use is made of original sources and of Haweis’s autobiography. Dr. Wood has 

managed the somewhat intractable material at his disposal with great skill and com- 

bines with a capacity for patient research the gift of a lucid and lively style. (92) 


GUESTWARD HO! Barbara Hooton as confided to Patrick Dennis. 
Jarrolds, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. 
In the south-west of the United States many former working ranches have been 
turned into ‘dude’ ranches or guest-houses for tourists, and in this book a young 
woman tells of her own and her husband’s experiences in running such a ranch in 
New Mexico. They have servant troubles and money worries, too many guests, 
unsuitable guests or no guests at all, but after two years they love their ranch too 
much to sell it even for a king’s ransom. Barbara Hooton chats easily and humorously 
of this life in the wide open spaces and Patrick Dennis records her reminiscences with 
spontaneous freshness. An entertaining book for holiday reading. (92) 


A. E. HOUSMAN: A DIVIDED LIFE. George L. Watson. Hart-Davis, 25s 
1957. 22 cm. 236 pages. 6 illustration:. Bibliography. Index. 

This is the first full-length biography of Housman: the subject had deliberately 

minimised the records of his life and the materials have always been scanty. Mr. 

Watson confines himself mainly to Housman’s life and personal character. He attempts 

no formal criticism of his poetry or classical scholarship, though writing appreciatively 
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of both. He describes at length Housman’s upbringing and considers that his greatest 
friend, Moses Jackson, played, all unwittingly, the vital part in the blighting of 
Housman’s affections. Much of this characterisation can be based only on reasoned 
conjecture and circumstantial evidence. Mr. Watson at least writes persuasively and 
sympathetically and has cleared away many irrelevant legends. (92) 


LETTERS OF JAMES JOYCE. Edited by Stuart Gilbert. Faber, 42s. 
1957. 24 cm. 438 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This selection of over four hundred letters, mostly previously unpublished, offers an 
invaluable insight into Joyce’s character and methods of work. He led a remarkably 
retired life and corresponded little with other writers, save for a few letters to Wells, 
Yeats, T. S. Eliot and Ezra Pound. Many of the letters are to members of his family, 
to which he was devoted, and to the various publishers and agents concerned with 
issuing his work. As a highly original writer appealing only to a minority and fre- 
quently involved in problems of censorship and obscene libel, Joyce learned early to 
defend his independence, and his letters are often a model of dignified yet uncom- 
promising assertion of his artistic standards; at the same time, he shows himself 
extremely well aware of his business interests. The correspondence also reveals his 
courage and humour when threatened with blindness. The editor writes an extremely 
informative introduction. (92) 


QUEEN OF THE MUSIC HALLS. Being the dramatized story of 
Marie Lloyd. W. Macqueen-Pope. Oldbourne Press, $s. 1957. 17 cm. 186 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. (Close-up Biographies) 

In the small space allotted to it in this new series, the widely known author of many 

theatrical histories, Mr. Macqueen-Pope, draws a vivid portrait of one of the most 

famous music-hall stars of her day. Marie Lloyd was born in 1870, and, following a 

chapter on the history of the music-hall, the author describes her rapid rise to fame, 

the songs she made famous, her tours abroad, her great success as an artist and the 
failure of her home life. Primarily a biography, the book nevertheless conveys much 

of the theatrical and social background of her time. (92) 


HENRY MORSE: Priest of the Plague. Philip Caraman. Longmans, 18s. 
1957. 22 cm. 214 pages. Illustrations. Sources. Index. 
The Jesuit Henry Morse, active in England for nearly twenty years before his execution 
at Tyburn in 1645, was remarkable especially for his ministrations and conversions 
amongst the slum-dwellers of St. Giles during the 1635-6 plague. Father Caraman has 
drawn an impressive picture of this devoted man, and given incidentally vivid accounts 
of the horrors of the plague and of the subterfuges and evasions to which priests were 
driven in the face of legislation which threatened their survival. This is a work of 
edification rather than scholarship; the text is not clearly related to the sources. (92) 


GINETTE NEVEU. M. J. Ronze-Neveu. Translated from the French by 

Joyce L. Kemp. Rockliff, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 112 pages. 7 plates. Discography. Index. 
This story of the famous violinist’s rise to fame is told objectively and simply by her 
mother. As a child Ginette drew her great strength of character from imagination 
schooled by arduous training, and in maturity fortified her technique by ruthless self- 
criticism and continual striving after perfection. When, at the age of thirty, during 
the hectic global travels that are the bane of the modern virtuoso, Ginette Neveu was 
killed in an air crash in 1949, it was a sad loss to music. The narrative, excellently 
translated, will interest all who heard her play and violinists in particular. (92) 
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LORD NORMAN. Sir Henry Clay. Macmillan, 36s. 1957. 22 cm. 508 pages. 
2 portraits. Index. 
As Governor of the Bank of England from 1920 to 1944 Lord Norman was one of 
those most closely concerned in formulating the economic and financial policy of the 
United Kingdom after the First World War. In writing this official account of his 
life and work, the late Sir Henry Clay, the well-known economist and adviser to the 
Governor, had full access to the records of the Bank. He has given an illuminating 
account of the inside history of the return to the gold standard, such problems as war 
debts and reparations, and the development of the Bank itself. (92) 


LEFT-HANDED DOCTOR. Peter Quince. Dent, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
198 pages. 
A young doctor gives an authentic account of his first years in practice in rural 
England. Keen on music and acting, he becomes producer and conductor of the local 
amateur operatic society and the choral society respectively—his doctoring is ‘left- 
handed’ for his ‘right hand’ expresses his creative energies through his hobbies. To the 
reader, however, he seems ambidextrous, for he writes with humour and understand- 
ing of his patients and his actors, his triumphs and failures with both. He describes how 
he became a ‘right-handed’ doctor and discusses unassumingly the ideals of the 
medical profession. Wit, wisdom and vitality mark his interesting book. (92) 


BERTRAND RUSSELL: The Passionate Sceptic. Alan Wood. Allen & 
Unwin, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 250 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
A lively account of the career and opinions of Bertrand Russell, written as a bio- 
graphical setting to a forthcoming extended commentary on his philosophy. The 
latter features here only as part of Russell’s general approach to the problems of theory 
and practice raised by existence. The narrative properly stresses the many-sidedness 
of Russell’s contribution to contemporary intellectual developments and considers in 
detail outside influences on his thinking. The author’s experience as philosopher and 
publicist makes his book eminently suitable for the general reader and for students of 
the history of ideas. (92) 


JOHN SINGER SARGENT. A Biography. Charles Merrill Mount. 
Cresset Press, 30s, 1957. 22 cm. 386 pages. 16 illustrations. Index. 
J. S. Sargent (1856-1925), born in Florence of American parents and chiefly active in 
England, where he lived for the last forty years of his life, was the most fashionable 
portrait painter of his day, a superb chronicler of the Edwardian upper classes and a 
masterly manipulator of paint. At the moment somewhat underestimated by most 
critics, his final status as an artist remains undefined. This biography, by a fellow 
American who is also a portrait painter, is therefore well timed. It is full of facts, and 
interestingly written, and it tentatively explores the nature of Sargent’s personality 
which was slightly mysterious despite the success and publicity with which he was 
surrounded. There is a useful chronological catalogue of Sargent’s works in oil. (92) 


THE LIFE OF SIR WALTER SCOTT. J. G. Lockhart. New introduction 
by W. M. Parker. Reprint. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 692 pages. Bibliographical 
note. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 

This is one of the classics of English biography, reprinted many times since its first 

appearance in seven volumes in 1837-8. Lockhart, who was Scott’s son-in-law, made 

full use of family papers. He presents admirably the warm humanity, variegated 
interests, courage and energy of Scotland’s greatest novelist, with valuable criticism 

of his poems and novels. (92) 
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TAYLOR OF BATLEY. A Story of 102 Years. George A. Greenwood. 
Max Parrish, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 188 pages. Index. 
This is a biography by the author of Civilisation in the Melting Pot and other works, 
of his remarkable fellow-Yorkshireman, Theodore Cooke Taylor (1850-1952), 
woollen manufacturer, who, active to the end, made a successful business trip to 
America, at the age of ninety-seven. The book is an interesting contribution to 
business history, for Taylor was one of the pioneers of profit-sharing in modern 
industry. He was also for seventeen years in Parliament as a Liberal, and fought 
vigorously against the evils of the Chinese opium trade, while his extensive foreign 
travels gave additional colour to his life. (92) 


VALE OF LAUGHTER. An Autobiography. Ben Travers. Bles, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
An apprenticeship in the publishing trade with John Lane at the Bodley Head was 
followed for Ben Travers by authorship—virtually resident authorship to Tom Walls 
at London’s Aldwych Theatre in its heyday of British farce. A devotee of cricket, the 
author followed the British eleven around on their 1928 Australian Tour. His varied 
experience, including service in the Air Force in the First World War and a spell in 
the family business in Malacca, makes his book eminently readable. Personalities 
abound—G. K. Chesterton, Anatole France, Stephen Leacock, rub shoulders with 
Tom Walls, Ralph Lynn, Henry Ainley, Gerald du Maurier, Don Bradman, 
P. F. (Plum) Warner and a host of celebrities and a few notorieties. (92) 


THE WIDENING CIRCLE. John Van Druten. Heinemann, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 238 pages. 
Mr. Van Druten, the son of a Dutchman who became British, himself took out 
American citizenship during the late war and, through the nature of his profession 
as dramatist, has long lived a cosmopolitan existence. This is a reflective, not a 
narrative autobiography. The author looks back on the swiftly changing patterns of 
modern life, on the genesis of inspiration, on literary success and failure, especially 
in the theatre, and above all on the secret of the enjoyment of life. Not a profound 
book, it remains a thoroughly readable one: the author shows a modesty and a 
perpetual alertness to fresh experience which are extremely attractive. (92)

I FOUND CANADA ABROAD. Robert Moon. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $4.00. 1957. 22 cm. 156 pages. 24 photographs. 

Robert Moon, a Saskatchewan newspaperman, won a Kemsley fellowship for a year’s 
travel in Britain and Western Europe. His book is a variation on the theme of the 
Old World’s influence on the New—Canadian penetration of Britain, France and 
other countries by personality and by policy. Canadian connections are explored 
from Jacques Cartier to Lord Beaverbrook, from a statesman at London’s 10 Downing 
Street to artists living on Paris’s Left Bank, through the diplomatic corps, commerce, 
and the armed forces. (940) 


A WORLD RESTORED. Metternich, Castlereagh and the Problems of 
Peace 1812-22. Henry A. Kissinger. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 36s. 1957. 22 cm. 
366 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Kissinger of Harvard University, considers in this penetrating and thoughtful 

study some problems raised by the diplomatic activities of European statesmen during 
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1812-22. It was a period not unlike our own, which experienced the dilemma created 
by the appearance of a revolutionary dictatorship, and Europe’s refusal to be organised 
by force. Out of the chaos left by the revolutionary and Napoleonic era there emerged, 
in 1822, a new international order, ‘the Concert of Europe’, which, whatever its 
limitations, brought stability and peace until 1914. This achievement was the work 
of two men, Castlereagh and Metternich. The author gives a detailed exposition of 
the personalities of the two men, the problems they handled, and the reasons which 
explain both their successes and their failures. Anyone interested in international 
politics today will find this an absorbing study, reflecting the mind of a profoundly 
philosophical historian. (940-27)

THE TURN OF THE TIDE, 1939-1943. A Study based on the Diaries 
and Autobiographical Notes of Field Marshal the Viscount Alanbrooke. Arthur 
Bryant. Collins, 30s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 766 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 5 maps. 
Index. 
An outstanding book to the better comprehension of the events of the war years and 
of the higher direction of war, from the long days of adversity to when the allies 
could confidently seek measures for the final defeat of Germany and Japan. All this 
is seen through the detailed diaries of a very great soldier, little known to the public, 
but, by his prowess in the field and in the complex sphere of higher strategy, of the 
military stature of a Wellington or Marlborough. The book brings out the inevitable 
clash of personalities among the allied leaders and in particular the complementary, 
but very human qualities of leadership of the Prime Minister and his chief military 
adviser, whose relationship, by their very differences of temperament, constituted a 
partnership in genius. A book of fascinating interest to the lay reader and one on no 
account to be missed by anyone aspiring to the direction of affairs. (940-54) 


28 (MAORI BATTALION). J. F. Cody for the War History Branch, 
Department of Internal Affairs for New Zealand. Government Printer (Wellington, 
New Zealand), 22s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. $30 pages. 62 photographs. 32 maps. Index. 
(New Zealand in the Second World War 1939-45) 

The latest volume in this admirably produced series describes the war service of the 

Maori Battalion of the New Zealand Army, a unit described by General Freyberg as 

‘one of the great fighting infantry battalions of World War II’. The battalion went to 

Britain in 1940 at a time when invasion threatened; it served through the campaigns 

in Greece and Crete and throughout the changing fortunes of the Western Desert 

campaigns. In the action at the Tebaga Gap on 26 March 1943 Second Lieutenant 

Ngarimu became the first Maori to gain the Victoria Cross, in a fierce conflict which 

cost him his life. The Battalion ended the war in Italy. This excellent history draws on 

official documents and also the personal stories of those engaged in the campaigns.

This is one of the best studies of World War II and covers the period from 4th Septem- 

ber 1944 to 28th November 1944 when British and Canadian forces fought for and 

secured the essential port of Antwerp, without which the Allied advance was halted. 

The author was in the battle and his story, based on personal experience and much 
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research, graphically describes at all levels a prolonged action which was second only 
in importance to the sea-borne assault on Normandy. The book is a tribute in general 
to the infantryman, with an excellent appreciation of the personality of Lieutenant- 
General Horrocks, who commanded the British 30th Corps. (940-542) 


THE COURAGE OF FEAR. Roxane Pitt. Jarrolds, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
254 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Roxane Pitt was a young and attractive Englishwoman, equipped with languages 
and acting ability, who served as an agent during World War II. This is the tale of 
how she carried out her difficult and dangerous task in strange places and under many 
guises in Paris, Italy and Sicily. As well as supplying valuable information, she helped 
Allied prisoners-of-war to escape. During the whole of this time she was a marked 
woman and sought continuously by the Gestapo, which had earlier sent her mother 
and sister to their deaths at Ravensbruck. The author modestly tells a fascinating story, 
which is moving, sincere and brave. (940-548)

ULSTER SINCE 1800. Second Series. A Social Survey. Edited by 
T. W. Moody and J. C. Beckett. British Broadcasting Corporation, 6s. 1957. 18°5 cm. 
240 pages. Map. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
These twenty-two talks broadcast in the Northern Ireland Home Service of the 
B.B.C. in 1956 and 1957 make a useful contribution to a branch of Irish history which 
has been rather neglected. They cover a broad field, which includes changes in rural 
society, the country towns, business organisation, industrial conditions, communica- 
tions, public administration, religion, education and the arts. Among the eminent 
writers of the talks are members of the staffs of Queen’s University, Belfast, Trinity 
College, Dublin, Magee University College, the National Library of Ireland and the 
Museum and Art Gallery, Belfast. (941-6) 


A HISTORY OF EVERYDAY THINGS IN ENGLAND. Vol. I. 
1066 to 1499. Marjorie and C. H. B. Quennell. 4th edition. Batsford, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 264 pages. 175 illustrations (3 in colour). Index. 

First published in 1918, this book bears vivid witness to the skill and enthusiasm 

brought to the practical expression of the authors’ belief that young post-war crafts- 

men could be led to appreciate, and benefit from, the everyday life and handiwork of 
their predecessors. With their own excellent illustrations and in an attractive plain 
style they depict every phase of the life and work of bygone England. Churches, 
cottages, cooking utensils, dress, games, trades, tools and illustrated manuscripts are 
some examples of their plenty. Mr. Peter Quennell has made minor corrections and 
editorial rearrangements and written an attractive preface to this edition of his 
parents’ outstanding book. (942) 


COUNTRY LIFE PICTURE BOOK OF ENGLISH HISTORY. 
Introduction by Frank Whitaker. Country Life, 15s. 1957. 29 cm. 8 pages of text. 
113 photographs. Map. 

There have been many picture books of English history in the last few years but this 

seems to be unique; for it records only scenes and objects which still exist today. It 

begins with the great Stone Age circle of Stonehenge and ends, more than three 
thousand years later, with three rooms in Osborne House in the Isle of Wight which 
have been kept unchanged since Queen Victoria lived there. Between these two 
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extremes the camera has captured many things of interest and beauty—Roman baths, 
medieval cathedrals and taverns, the death-mask of Henry VII, the life-mask of 
Oliver Cromwell, the Hampden Memorial at Chalgrove, and many landscapes and 
houses. The text consists of short captions. (942) 


ALFRED THE GREAT AND HIS ENGLAND. Eleanor Duckett. 
Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. 4 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Alfred the Great (811-899) is the pre-eminent figure in Anglo-Saxon times. In this 
book, showing why he was called ‘Great’, full use has been made of recent research 
throwing light on 9th century England. Alfred, taking up the work of his predecessors 
in consolidating Wessex, is seen heroically training himself for his own work which, 
as a soldier, law-giver, administrator and scholar, appears as the first permanent 
contribution to the unification of England and the raising and saving of its culture and 
religion. The setting of Alfred’s age in its European background is a welcome feature 
of this closely-packed and scholarly little book. (942-01) 


BRITISH HUSTINGS, 1924-1950. A. H. Booth. Muller, 21s. 1957. 
22 cm. 292 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This detailed history of British Parliamentary elections and party politics is by the 
chief reporter of the Press Association, who has had first-hand experience of all the 
election campaigns from 1924 to 1950 and has been on tour with several of the party 
leaders. Politicians and students of electoral procedure will be interested in his thought- 
ful, non-partisan enquiry, based on personal observation, as to whether the personalities 
of the leaders have a greater effect on the polls than the official party policies them- 
selves. The book is full of reminiscences and anecdotes which the casual reader, too, 
will thoroughly enjoy. (942-082)

A HISTORY OF SOVIET RUSSIA. Georg von Rauch. Translated 
from the German by Peter and Annette Jacobsohn. An Aflantic Press book 
published by Thames & Hudson, 42s. 1957. 24 cm. 493 pages. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is a clearly set-out chronological survey of the history of Sovict Russia over the 

last forty years. The author, who is Professor of Russian history in the University of 

Marburg, has read exhaustively in German, English and Russian and presents a vast 

mass of information on all aspects of Soviet history in an easily understood form. 

This will clearly be a standard reference book for all serious students for many years 

to come.

MODERN RUSSIA: An Introduction. John Long. Duckworth, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 180 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This book admirably meets the need for a sound but fairly brief work on present-day 
Russia for the non-specialist reader. It describes the physical and racial features of the 
country, its political and economic system and its position in the world of today. Its 
appendices include an historical note on the formation of Russia’s frontiers, a guide to 
Soviet place names, a list of the members of the State Executive and a statistical 
summary of planned output, taken from the Directives for the Sixth Five-Year Plan, 
1956-60; all of these are handy for quick reference. (947-085)

A SHORT HISTORY OF INDIA. W. H. Moreland and Atul Chandra 
Chatterjee. 4th edition. Longmans, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 606 pages. 11 maps (1 in 
colour). Index. 
This fourth edition of a work first published in 1936 maintains its high standard of 
accuracy and impartiality. It tells the story of India’s political, social and cultural 
evolution under British rule up to the momentous year of partition, when the two 
sovereign and independent states of India and Pakistan came into being. In this edition 
advantage has been taken of the recent excavations at Mohenjodaro to revise the 
chapter on the Indus civilisation, and there are references to authoritative reports 
which have been published since the first edition appeared. Of value to scholars 
wishing to consult original sources is the appendix on Indian nomenclature and 
chronology. (954-08) 


MODERN INDIA. Sir Percival Griffiths. Benn, 27s. 1957. 22 cm. 
256 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Nations of the Modern World Series) 

Sir Percival Griffiths, formerly in the Indian Civil Service and later in business, 
represented European mercantile interests in the Indian Legislative Assembly for ten 
years. Today, as Adviser to the India, Pakistan and Burma Association, he pays annual 
visits to the scene of his erstwhile labours. On the subject of Indo-British relations he 
speaks with authority and he has a genuine affection for India. In this volume he 
allows but a brief glimpse of India’s ancient cultures and the period of British rule. 
The main theme is the politics and economics of independent India. His analysis of 
the long-term trend in the country’s rapid development is likened to taking a still 
photograph of a fast-moving scene, a difficult feat which he has successfully accom- 
plished.

SYRIA AND LEBANON. Nicola A. Ziadeh. Benn, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 

312 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Nations of the Modern World Series) 

Dr. Ziadeh, in recording the modern history of these two independent states, has 
made a complicated story readable and intelligible and has skilfully contained it 
within the Middle East picture. Apart from the political history, the chapters on the 
economics and the human society contain useful material. Much has happened in the 
Middle East since this book was completed and an Appendix brings the story as far 
as November, 1956. The introductory chapters give the geography and early history, 
in which the main threads are carefully selected; the tables of religions are somewhat 
confusing but the blemishes are few and the book, while packed with facts, is well 
written and provides a valuable handbook for the student of modern affairs. (956-9)

THE STATE OF ISRAEL. L. F. Rushbrook Williams. Faber, 21:5. 
19$7. 22°5 cm. 232 pages. Photographs. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. ala Williams, in this well-informed, concise and well-written book, 
writes briefly of the long history, the Diaspora and the Ingathering of the Exiles. The 
chapters on the modern State are full of interest, particularly those on the immigration 
and settlement, the progress in agricultural development and the use of the land. The 
author writes with enthusiasm and uncritically. Later chapters are less objective than 
the earlier and one would have liked to learn more of the thoughts and philosophy 
of the people as individuals in this ‘directed’ State, and more of the situation of Israel 
in the Middle East scene. It is unfortune that the key to the last map is wrong. (956-94)

MANITOBA. A History. W. L. Morton. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $5.95. 1956. 23°5 cm. $32 pages. 19 illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 
In less than a hundred years Manitoba has grown from a fur trading centre for the 
Hudson’s Bay Company to a modern agricultural and commercial centre. This 
growth has not been without the excitement of rivalry for fur trade, land and political 
control. After the disturbances of the Riel Rebellion and the entry of Manitoba into 
Confederation in 1870, the agricultural economy was established by settlers from 
Iceland, the Ukraine and the older Canadian provinces. Twentieth century Manitoba 
has seen the establishment of educational, business and artistic organisations. Professor 
Morton, a native Manitoban, is Chairman of the Department of History in the 
University of Manitoba. His history of Manitoba is the first in a number of years 
and is an authoritative, thoroughly readable book. (971-27)

IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF CORTES. Fernando Benitez. Translated 
from the Spanish. Peter Owen, 21s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 262 pages. Decorations. 
This unusual book, by a young Mexican who combines scholarship with a poetic 
style, begins by outlining the idea of Utopia as held in the classical and medieval 
worlds. It then goes on to relate the fascinating story of the arrival of the Spanish in 
America, rightly emphasising the importance of the discovery of Mexico which 
enabled the newcomers to appreciate the full significance of their achievement. 
Finally, the author touches on contemporary Mexican problems. This diversity of 
theme gives the book a certain richness, but it also leaves an impression of disorder. 
Nevertheless, this will not spoil the enjoyment of those who wish to learn about 
Mexico at the time of the discovery. A map would have helped. (972)

BRITISH ESSAYS IN AMERICAN HISTORY. Edited by H. C. Allen 
and C, P. Hill. Edward Arnold, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 358 pages. Endpaper maps (1 in 
colour). Bibliography. Index. 

A collection of essays by specialists (all of whom are engaged in teaching American 

history in Britain) on some of the stimulating and significant themes of American 

history, and published on the occasion of the 350th anniversary of the founding of 

Jamestown, Virginia, the first permanent British settlement in America. Designed 

for a wider public than professional historians and students, these essays treat in 

broad suggestive fashion some of the fundamental problems of American history.

THE CULTURAL LIFE OF THE AMERICAN COLONIES, 
1603-1763. Louis B. Wright. Hamish Hamilton, 35s. 1957. 21 cm. 308 pages.

An account of the manners, ideas and institutions of the thirteen colonies which 

afterwards became the United States of America. Under the heading of Culture, 

Dr. Wright includes not only religion, art, science, music, literature and education 

but also such elements in the colonial way of life as the log-cabin, introduced by 

Swedish and Finnish settlers, and the long rifle developed by the Germans in 

Pennsylvania. This volume, the seventh in this series, maintains the high standard set

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THE FAR WESTERN FRONTIER, 1830-1860. Ray Allen 
Billington. Hamish Hamilton, 35s. 1957. 21 cm. 346 pages. Illustrations. Maps.

The exploration, conquest, settlement and exploitation of the West, and the effects 

which this had on the American character, form the theme of this absorbing new 

addition to this series. The border wars with Mexico, the rise of Texas, the Mormon 
trek to Utah, the Californian Gold Rush and the fascinating story of the Mountain 

Men who pushed so far ahead of civilisation that they had almost forgotten what it 

was by the time it had caught up with them, are a few of the episodes which lend 

colour to a narrative both scholarly and lively. The author is Professor of American

THOSE WHO WAIT. Christine Arnothy. Translated from the Hungarian 
by Antonia White. Collins, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 254 pages. 

This is a powerful and finely written study of the neuroses, the sense of futility and 
the destruction of personal relationships that grow out of fear and tension. Janos 
Tasnady, conductor of an orchestra in Hungary, lives in perpetual fear of arrest 
because he once compromised himself with the Nazis during the war. His beautiful 
wife, who no longer loves him, becomes the mistress of a Lieutenant of Police, but 
this does not save them when the time comes for their arrest. With other prisoners 
they are deported to the country, where they wait hoping always for deliverance. 


JACOB. Jean Cabriés. Translated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. 
Collins, 16s. 1957. 20°5 cm. $10 pages. 

Written by a young Frenchman still in his twenties, this is a long historical novel of 
exceptional interest. The story of Jacob is told in its essentials as it is recorded in 
Genesis, beginning with the deception of Esau and proceeding to the marriage with 
Rachel and with Leah, Jacob’s wanderings and his wrestling with the angel. In setting 
his scene, however, the author relies scarcely at all upon historical detail or local 
colour; his talents, which are considerable, are devoted to the human relationships in 
the story and to its psychological and spiritual significance. The result is an absorbing 
narrative, admirably translated by Mr. Hopkins. 


PROSPECTS OF LOVE. William Camp. Longmans, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

Mark Andrews and his wife Fenny belong to that section of the English professional 
classes whose circumstances have been straitened following economic changes after 
the Second World War. Victims of the post-war housing shortage, the Andrews 
consider themselves fortunate to find, soon after their marriage, an unfurnished flat 
even in a grimy part of London, but it is not long before they become emotionally 
estranged by domestic drabness and financial insecurity. Mark’s attempts to solace 
himself by adventures in infidelity are unavailing, and this novel of contemporary 
confusions ends in near-tragedy, though on a final note of hope. 


THE FABULOUS CONCUBINE. Chang Hsin-Hai. Cape, 21s. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 480 pages. 

A scholar and diplomat rather than a novelist, Dr. Chang, whose articles on Chinese 

culture have appeared in periodicals on both sides of the Atlantic, now attempts a 
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novel against the background of the Boxer Uprising. In spite of its platitudinous 
English and somewhat simple construction, his book gives an interesting picture of 
events at that time as seen from a strictly cultured Chinese point of view. 


THE LAST MIGRATION. Vincent Cronin. MHart-Davis, 16s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 344 pages. 2 maps. 

For his latest book Mr. Cronin has chosen to write of a nomadic tribe of Iran as it 
moves to new feeding ground during the annual migration. He draws a vivid picture 
of the tribe’s way of life. His hero, the Swiss-educated, hereditary leader of the tribe, 
battles for its preservation against a government determined upon the settlement of 
nomads. His failure explains the title. His mental conflict between modernism and 
tradition and his spiritual travail are finely conveyed. Critics of Mr. Cronin’s treat- 
ment of a topical subject should remember that this is a romance, although the 
background has been well studied. His crisp, admirably fashioned prose will delight 
many readers. 


TRUMPET OF WRATH. Phyllis Gordon Demarest. Hutchinson, 15s. 
1957. 20 cm. 380 pages. 

The American Civil War is near its end. An escaped prisoner of war, a Northerner, 
finds refuge in the hill country of North Carolina where loyalties are divided and 
where deserters and renegades from either side abound. His life becomes strangely 
involved with that of an aristocratic planter and his sister who, in spite of their political 
allegiance, find themselves in the position of accomplices. The story is well contrived, 
and its unusual setting enables the author to give a novel twist to a familiar theme. 


WHO RIDES ON THE RIVER: John K. Ewers. Angus & Robertson, 16s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations by Elizabeth Durack. Map. 
A fictionalised account by a well-known Australian author of the exploration of the 
Murrumbidgee and Murray Rivers by Captain Charles Sturt and his party of soldiers 
and convicts in the early years of the 19th century. To account for the friendliness 
of the aborigines, which pleased but rather puzzled the original explorers, the author 
has made use of the findings of modern anthropologists. The narrative has the straight- 
forward, healthy quality and the unsophisticated humour of a boys’ adventure story. 
It has, too, the flavour of a place and period not over-familiar to the British reader. 


THE SUFFERINGS OF YOUNG WERTHER. Johann Wolfgang 
von Goethe. Translated from the German by Bayard Quincy Morgan. John Calder, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 160 pages. 

Eight translations of Werther appeared between 1779 and 1854, and this is the third 

of the present century. The author, a Professor of German in the United States, has 

substituted the more precise ‘Sufferings’ for the traditional ‘Sorrows’ in the title, but 
in his anxiety to preserve the utmost fidelity to Goethe’s text he has couched his 
version in a somewhat pedestrian phraseology that hardly does justice to Goethe. 

The Introduction touches upon some cogent points, but is too brief to provide the 

background knowledge that the modern reader requires for proper historical and 

aesthetic appreciation of this most famous of all works of the German sentimental 
age. Since Gocthe’s novel, however, remains a key work of the European 18th 
century, this edition, despite its shortcomings, deserves a wide circulation. 


THE FACES OF LOVE. John Hearne. Faber, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 268 pages. 
Mr. Hearne’s earlier novels suggested that he might develop into a writer of great 
distinction, and his latest book confirms that promise. His story centres around the 
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staff, and their associates, of a small, independent, West Indian newspaper, and his 
study of the complex of their motives and relationships is truly moving. The Faces of 
Love succeeds partly because of the freshness of its Caribbean setting—its beauty and 
sudden violence reflected in Mr. Hearne’s characters—and because of the author’s 
ability to deal with the fundamentals of human experience without naivety. It is an 
exciting and very accomplished novel. 


THE PRODIGY. Hermann Hesse. Translated from the German by 

W. J. Strachan. Peter Owen and Vision Press, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 188 pages. 
Unterm Rad, of which this is a translation, appeared in 1905 at a time when thoughtful 
Germans were deeply disturbed at the damaging effects of their country’s hothouse 
system of education and upbringing. A spate of stories, as well as dramas, recounted 
how sensitive youths were crushed ‘under the wheel’ of an unfeeling social system, 
and Hesse’s short tale, rooted in his native pre-1914 Swabia, is one of these social 
documents castigating the pedantry and lack of psychological understanding of 
teachers and parents. Today it may appear that the development and tragic ending are 
not sufficiently motivated to be wholly satisfying, but Hesse has embedded this early 
story in an idyllic picture of the Black Forest countryside which retains its charm 
and atmosphere of nostalgic romanticism. 


RED ROCK WILDERNESS. Elspeth Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 153. 
1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 

Ewart Clausen, famous biologist, philosopher and Nobel Prize-winner, a saintly 
recluse in the Belgian Congo, is hiding secret guilt and uncertainty. Once he allowed 
himself to be hypnotised by a witch doctor during primitive native rites and thinks 
he performed a human sacrifice. To find out the truth he undergoes the same appalling 
experiment again. This is an exciting novel, written with great narrative skill, though 
a little lacking in psychological subtlety. It is full of first-hand knowledge of the 
African landscape and of political and racial tensions in Africa today. 


UNTO A GOOD LAND. Vilhelm Moberg. Translated from the Swedish 
by Gustaf Lannestock. Max Reinhardt, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 380 pages. 

This book continues the story begun in The Emigrants and tells of their landing in 
New York with their doubts, hopes, fears, and difficulties, on the threshold of a new 
life. The story is centred on a young family—man, wife and three children—simple, 
religious, strong of character and determined to make the best of things. The emigrant 
group continues from New York by rail, boat and on foot, in conditions of great 
hardship, to Minnesota, where it settles down to face its first winter and, because of 
delays, a possible threat of starvation. It is an admirably told tale, simple and moving, 
and some of its characters and episodes will not easily be forgotten. 


THE SANDCASTLE. Iris Murdoch. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 
318 pages. 
A young novelist, previously grouped with the so-called socially anarchic school of 
Mr. Kingsley Amis, Miss Murdoch has dropped here the deliberately eccentric and 
inconsequential approach of her earlier novels and written a straightforward tale of 
the conflict between love and conventional social obligations. Mor, a middle-aged 
schoolmaster with an unsympathetic wife and two children, falls in love with a 
portrait-painter nearly thirty years younger. The plot is simple, but Miss Murdoch 
in her portrayal of a minor public school and the clash of loyalties within the hero, 
shows herself a novelist of keen psychological insight and exceptional narrative gifts. 
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THE BLANKET. A. A. Murray. Deutsch, 11s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
The Blanket is more of a moral fable than a novel, posing, as it does, the problem of 
the relative holds that primitivism and civilisation have upon the African mind. The 
problem is resolved in the person of Lepotane, a chief’s son, who has been implicated 
in a ritual murder and who turns informer against his father. Lepotane, we may feel, 
acts throughout the book in a manner that suggests a preconceived formula rather 
than natural behaviour, a fact which robs the story of any clement of personal drama. 
The novel is, otherwise, an intelligent and salutary effort. 


TAMAHINE. Thelma Niklaus. Bodley Head, 133.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 222 pages, 
Tamahine is the gay and lovely daughter of an eccentric Englishman and a Princess 
of Tahiti. Brought up uncontaminated by Western civilisation, she comes to England, 
after her father’s death, to decide whether she will make her home among his people 
or return permanently to Tahiti. Most of her father’s relatives are singularly unpre- 
possessing middle-class misfits and Tamahine, with her sane values, inevitably 
highlights their unpleasantness. She also enables some of them to find their better 
selves. Already known as an author in other fields, Thelma Niklaus here presents her 
first novel. A neat and entertaining light satire, it must be accounted wholly successful. 


THE FRIENDS. Godfrey Smith. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
Readers of Mr. Smith’s first novel will have some idea of what to expect from 
The Friends. The author is an extremely capable hand at suggesting the complexities 
and contradictions involved in the interplay of human and abstract political values. 
His new novel is about Richard Skeyne, one of the competent mediocrities necessary 
to a political party, and his conflicting loyalties to himself and to the party machine; 
whichever wins, he is bound to alter his approach to life radically, but Mr. Smith 
brings in a surprising twist at the end. A very capable and, at times, moving novel. 


THE SHORT REIGN OF PIPPIN IV. A Fabrication by John Steinbeck. 
Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 170 pages. 

Mr. Steinbeck breaks unfamiliar ground in this short but highly imaginative tale, 
describing the restoration of the monarchy to contemporary France. Apart from the 
inherent burlesque of a modern court, Mr. Steinbeck contrives to satirise many of the 
current foibles both of French and American life, including high-pressure advertising, 
haute couture, jazz music and the pursuit of gracious living. The result is an exceptionally 
funny novel. 


ANGEL. Elizabeth Taylor. Peter Davies, 15s. 1957. 20cm. 252 pages. 

The reader first sees Angel as a lonely schoolgirl brought up by her widowed shop- 
keeping mother and fired with the ambition to write melodramatic novels of ‘high 
life’ in Edwardian London. A publishing firm, fascinated by this combination of 
precocity and immaturity, accepts one of her manuscripts and Angel is launched as 
a novelist, a career which gives full rein to her sense of persecution and to the life of 
fantasy which she carries to extraordinary lengths. Evidently inspired by the life of 
Amanda McKittrick Ros, the central character is an extremely skilful creation, 
handled with unfailing sympathy, irony and wit. 

WEB OF SCANDAL. Rosemary Timperley. James Barrie, 13s.6d. 1957. 

19 cm. 224 pages. 

Rosemary Timperley, already known for two novels of unusual interest—The 
Listening Child and A Dread of Burning—here tackles the painful situation in which a 
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schoolmaster at a co-educational school is unjustly accused of a sexual offence by one 
of his pupils, an attractive young girl. The story is told in the first person by a plain 
middle-aged schoolmistress who is herself hopelessly in love with the accused master. 
Seldom has the bitter problem of the undesired woman been revealed so clearly and 
so impartially. The novel ends happily, but only just. 


THE RELUCTANT ABBESS, or Mére Angélique de Sainte-Madeleine 
Arnauld de Port-Royal 1591-1661. Margaret Trouncer. Hutchinson, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 272 pages. Bibliography. 

At the age of eleven Angélique Arnauld was forced to become abbess of Port-Royal, 

a Cistercian convent near Paris which later settled in the capital. Loathing the life, yet 

despising the extreme laxity of her community, she came at length under the influence 

of a disciple of Jansen. She started to reform her convent, imposing a religion of 
morbidity and terror, and she and her nuns refused to submit to the papal condemna- 
tion of Jansenism. Louis XIV condemned the order and many years later had the 

convent destroyed. Mrs. Trouncer tells the story both from within and without, a 

method which adds to the novel’s verisimilitude but tends to halt the dramatic impetus 

of an exciting and tragic tale. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE STRANGE CASE OF MR. PELHAM. Anthony Armstrong. 
Methuen, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

An inoffensive, cautious little business man suddenly discovers that he has a double 
so like him that his friends, his secretary, even his valet are deceived by the resem- 
blance. What frightens Mr. Pelham is that his double seems to be cognisant of his 
thoughts as well as of his movements. Helplessly he drifts along until the chosen 
moment of encounter with its shattering result. Tension and a growing hint of the 
uncanny steal upon the story as it gathers way. The author’s skilful portrait of the 
defenceless, ineffectual victim takes care never to disengage the reader’s sympathy for 
him. 


THE FLOODS OF FEAR. John and Ward Hawkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
128.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

During a catastrophic flood in America a young girl finds herself at the mercy of two 
men, both escaped prisoners, one of them a convicted murderer and the other a 
criminal of the most vicious type. Both are determined to retain their liberty, the 
former for a purpose from which he is not to be deflected, even by the girl, who is 
torn between her debt to him and her debt to society. This is a powerful tale, written 
with an economy and directness of statement that increases its impact. The flood and 
the disorder it generates are described with telling force. 


A DIFFERENCE IN DEATH. Don Russell. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
192 pages. 

A murder story told from an unusual viewpoint, that of the judge trying the case. 
A man has been accused of the murder of a famous film actress, and the circumstantial 
evidence against him is considerable. But there are sinister overtones which suggest 
that he is as much a victim as the deceased. Smoothly written, urbane and enjoyable, 
the story insinuates, at the beginning, a clue whose significance adept readers will be 
quick to seize upon. Courtroom scenes can too easily grow tedious, but here they are 
handled with a skill, and embellished with deft character sketches, that whet the 
interest.

A series of loosely connected sketches and stories about war and its effects on human 
nature, male and female, civilian and military, from Salisbury Plain to Korea by 
way of Sicily, Normandy, Belgium and Berlin. Though the author’s point of view 
is a somewhat disenchanted one, he expresses it with a zestful facility of writing which 
keeps the reader cheerful. A shrewd book, rather than profound; and, above all 
things, readable. First published 1953.

LORD JIM. Joseph Conrad. Introduction by Commodore Sir Ivan Thompson.

Lord Jim, first published in 1900, has always been the most popular of Conrad’s 

novels, It is the story of a merchant service officer who redeemed an act of momentary 

panic by a life of service to a remote community, who revered him almost as a god. 

The introduction in this reissue is full of interest, though it perpetuates two errors: 

that Conrad served in the French navy and that he thought in French. There is no 

satisfactory evidence for cither statement. 


THEN A SOLDIER. Geoffrey Cotterell. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1957. 
18 cm. 256 pages. Maps. Paper covers. 

Through circumstances beyond their control an ex-public schoolboy, dance-band 

leader and a Cockney grocer’s assistant find themselves together in the Army. Their 

heroic efforts to avoid discomfort or being posted overseas are the theme of what is 

probably the funniest book to have come out of the war. It was first published in 

1944. 


THE QUEEN’S NECKLACE. Alexandre Dumas. Reprint. Collins, 5s.6d. 
imitation leather; 4s.6d. cloth. 1957. 19 cm. 352 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Bibliography. (Collins New Classics) 

Marie Antoinette is twenty-eight and the Revolution still five years away; but the 

French monarchy is already shaken by a scandal which will play its part in shaping 

the final catastrophe. The full facts concerning the affair of the Queen’s diamond 

necklace will never now be known; but Dumas’ imaginative interpretation of what 
history can offer wins the approval of Dennis Wheatley, a master of detective fiction, 
who introduces this new edition of a famous novel. 


SHE. H. Rider Haggard. Introduction by Stuart Cloete. Reprint. Collins, 6s.6d. 
imitation leather; 5s.6d. cloth. 1957. 19 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations by Will 
Nickless. Bibliography. (Collins New Classics) 

The fascination that the antiquity of Africa had for Rider Haggard (1856-1925) and 
his knowledge of its topography inspired him to write many fine African romances 
of which this, first published in 1887, is one of the most famous. Horace Holly and 
Leo Vince, after examining some ancient documents, are led to investigate the story 
of a savage race ruled by a mysterious queen in central East Africa. After great hard- 
ships they meet this queen, She, who, claiming the power of renewing life and beauty, 
maintains that Vince is the reincarnation of his ancestor whom she had loved and 
jealously killed centuries ago. A vivid, skilfully told story that will still challenge the 
incredulity of a wide range of readers. 
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PORTRAIT IN A MIRROR. Charles Morgan. Reprint. Macmillan, 3s. 
197. 17 cm. 256 pages. Paper covers. (St. Martin’s Library) 
This novel, which won the Femina prize in 1929, was the first of Mr. Morgan’s books 
to score a major success. Some critics hold it to be his best novel; certainly in the story 
told by a distinguished painter looking back over his youth one finds the prototype of 
various features which the author has continued to elaborate ever since—the sudden 
first encounter with a girl of dazzling romantic beauty, the dualism of love in its 
earthly and its sublimated aspects and the calm, lyrical but distinctly mannered prose. 


ROGUE HERRIES. Hugh Walpole. Reprint. Macmillan, ss. 1957. 17 cm. 
462 pages. Paper covers. (St. Martin's Library) 

The four volumes which he called The Herries Chronicle were considered by Hugh 
Walpole as his most important work. The central figure in this, the first and best 
known, is the wild, independent-minded Francis Herries, who falls in love with a 
girl young enough to be his daughter, marries her, loses her and wins her back again 
before he dies. The action takes place between the years 1730 and 1770. Witchcraft, 
duelling and the invasion of England by the Young Pretender in 1745 are among the 
many romantically coloured threads woven into this chronicle of social life amid the 
lakes and mountains of the north of England. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

HESTER: SHIP’S OFFICER. Valerie Baxter. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1957. 

19 cm. 192 pages. (Bodley Head Career Books for Girls) 

This is Miss Baxter’s fourth career book for girls, and she has found an interesting 
and unusual job for her heroine. Hester longs to travel, particularly to make sea- 
voyages, but her only qualifications are her training and experience as a secretary. She 
joins a shipping firm, and eventually has a chance to go to sea as a stenographer on a 
passenger ship. Her first voyage, to Australia, affords ample scope for a vivid 


description of the life, work, discipline, leisure and opportunities for romance which 
her vocation offers. For girls aged 15 and over. 


STORIES FOR BOYS. Edited by Anthony Buckeridge. Faber, 15s. 1957- 
21 cm. 272 pages. 
This anthology of boys’ stories, compiled by one of the most popular of contemporary 
writers, is wholly excellent. It could hardly be otherwise on the basis used by 
Mr. Buckeridge for selection—‘The author must not treat his readers as though they 
were adults suffering from some a of arrested development. Instead, he must 
accept them for what they : 
with its own standard of oe ane The. stories cover a wide range of ahion and treat- 
ment, from school stories to tales of the sea and air. The collection is bound to appeal 


to all boys between the ages of 10 and 15 and will inevitably find some older readers 
as well. 





THE WAY OF THE WHIRLWIND. Mary and Elizabeth Durack. 
Angus & Robertson, 18s. 1957. 28-5 cm. 78 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by 
the authors. 

This is an imaginative story, set in the Australian Bush, cleverly blending fantastic 

legends with realistic details of wild life. Two aborigine children lose their small 

brother, Woogoo, when they fall asleep in the sun. An ancient sea serpent, who lives 
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in a cave under the river, tells them that the Whirlwind has stolen him. With the help 
of many strange creatures, real and imaginary, they finally track down the Whirlwind 
in the Land of Nowhere, and recover Woogoo. Some of the incidents, though 
exciting, are a little frightening for children of 8-12. So, too, are some of the illustra- 
tions, which are brilliantly executed but with a trace of macabre fantasy in them. 


WHITE EAGLES OVER SERBIA. Lawrence Durrell. Faber, 125.6d. 
19$7. 20°5 cm. 200 pages. 

Mr. Durrell, better known as a poet and author of travel books, here shows himself 
an accomplished hand at a mystery. His hero, Colonel Methuen, is sent on an under- 
cover mission to Yugoslavia to investigate unexplained activities by Royalist guerillas 
in the mountains of the south. Mr. Durrell knows his Serbia well and he can both 
create and sustain suspense. Intended for readers of fourteen upwards, his book has 
all the qualities of an excellent Secret Service story. 


THE ANIMAL KINGDOM. René Guillot. Translated from the French 
by Gwen Marsh. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 204 pages. Illust- 
rations by Joan Kiddell-Monroe. Map. 

The twelve stories in René Guillot’s new book are set in the forests and deserts of 
Africa. Here, he shows us, is a world where man lives as the fellow of the animals 
which surround him: sometimes as their comrade and friend, sometimes as benefactor 
or beneficiary, sometimes as hunter or prey; never as stranger or slave-owner. A few 
of the stories are based on African folk-lore, others are original: all are infused with 
their author’s poetic and intensely individual vision of the beauty and wildness of 
nature in the tropics. For readers aged twelve and over. 


CHILDREN AT MOYINISH. Esmé Hamilton. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 197. 
21 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Margery Gill. 

A charming story of children on a farm in Ireland. The setting, the family, the farm 

workers, even the horses, ponies and dogs, all ring true and the chilren’s quite simple 

‘adventures —learning to ride, sailing, helping with the harvest, going to the Irish 

Grand National to watch their father ride his hunter—are made vivid and exciting. 

For 8-12 year-olds. 





THE BLUE BOAT. William Mayne. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1957. 

22 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations by Geraldine Spence. 
Two boys find a rowing boat, which helps them to forget their troubles. Creating 
their own magic, they investigate an island, meet a ‘goblin’ who keeps some talking 
ravens and a bear, and encounter a ‘giant’ who rears peacocks and whom they fight 
in company with the goblin, his menagerie and an inventive ‘alchemist’, after which 
they learn the real identity of these people. Admirably written, this original story 
shows a real understanding of children, their needs and interests, the way they talk 
and the way their imagination works. Children of 9-13 possessed of imagination 
should appreciate it. 


THE EAGLET AND THE ANGRY DOVE. Jane Oliver. Macmillan, 
148. 1957. 20 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations by Malcolm Pride. 

This historical novel for young readers is set in sth century Scotland and is about 

the adventures of two boys—Niall, a Scot, and Brian, a Pict—who are with 

St. Columba when he converts King Brude and his Picts to Christianity. There are 

other themes woven into the main tale—the abduction of Niall’s sister by the Druids; 

the clash between the Arch Druid and St. Columba—and the two boys have some 
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exciting moments before they return home. It is a well-told story and should appeal 
to most 11-13 year olds. Many somewhat older boys and girls will also find it 
interesting. 


ADVENTURE IN THE OUTBACK. Phyllis M. Power. Dent, 11s.6d. 

1957. 19 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations by Helen Harvie. 
This is a story of a young English boy who goes out to his bachelor uncle’s cattle 
station in Australia. He meets other boys of his own age and has a host of exciting 
adventures, from taking part in a cattle muster to helping in the capture of horse 
thieves. Convincingly written, the book imparts a wealth of interesting and vivid 
information about life on a cattle station and the dangers and delights of the 
Australian outback. It should appeal strongly to most boys between the ages of 11 
and 14 or IS. 


SIMON OF SIMONSTOWN. Marjorie Sankey. Bell, 11s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Edgar Holloway. Map. (Bell’s Overseas Adventure 
Series) 

An adventure story—set in South Africa—in which an attempt by thieves to steal a 

valuable chemical compound from the research department of an oil refinery is 

thwarted by a group of quick-witted children. Simon is English, but his friends 
include South Africans of different backgrounds, and the vivid glimpses of life in 
the Dominion include a visit to a Nature Reserve and an excursion with fishermen 

in Kalk Bay. For children of 11-14. 


MORE JAN PERRY STORIES. Modwena Sedgwick. Dent, 7s.6d. 197. 
19 cm. 62 pages. Illustrations by Rosalie K. Fry. 

A further collection of stories about a field mouse, whose curiosity leads him into all 
kinds of adventures—exploring a bee-hive, talking to unicorns on Twelfth Night, 
to cuckoos and crickets and clocks. He is an endearing little creature, and to him, as 
to small children, the world is full of curious and wonderful things. The background 
detail of wild life is very well done and the stories are simply and pleasingly told. 
They are just the right length for bed-time reading to children of four to six. 


PHILOMENA. Kate Seredy. Harrap, t0s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 94 pages. Illus- 
trations by the author. 

A wholly delightful book, by an experienced writer for children. It is beautifully 
illustrated, and simply, but charmingly, written. Although Philomena’s grandmother 
has gone to Heaven, she watches over Philomena when she goes to Prague in search 
of her long-lost aunt. Philomena cannot find her, and is ‘guided’ successively into 
service in three households, adopting several pets as she goes. Philomena is good, 
industrious and cheerful, and in the last household, where she is very happy, her 
quest is rewarded. Essentially a happy story, it will bring pleasure to many children 
of 9-13. 


THE SECRET JOURNEY. Rosemary Weir. Max Parrish, 9s.6d. 1957. 
I9 cm. 200 pages. 

Four children, left unexpectedly alone on their summer holiday, go travelling with 
a horse and cart a friend has given them. They acquire a dog, befriend a homeless 
gypsy boy, work to pay their way, help at a féte and stay at a castle, put the police 
on the track of a car thief, and generally have a grand time which ends with a happy 
surprise. An agreeable story which induces a comfortable feeling, it is pleasantly 
written and will be enjoyed by many young people of 11-14. 
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THE WOUND OF PETER WAYNE. Leonard Wibberley. Faber, 
12s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations by Douglas Gorsline. 
Peter Wayne, veteran of a defeated army at the age of seventeen, travels westward 
to earn money to repair his shattered family estate in Georgia. The scar he carries is 
a hatred of the Northerners who have won the American Civil War. How he fights 
Indians, finds gold, works on the Union Pacific railway, makes friends with a 
Northerner and marries the sister of a fallen comrade is told in this modest but 
engaging tale narrated by himself, which can be safely and profitably read, with 


pleasure, by young readers in their teens. 


Non-Fiction 

AUSTRALIAN JUNIOR ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Edited by Charles 
Barrett. Revised edition edited by R. P. C. Bower. Introduction by Walter 
Murdoch. 3 vols. Australian Educational Foundation (Sydney, Australia), 210s. per 
set. 1957. 26 cm. Illustrations (some in colour). Maps. Index. 

Here are three volumes packed with useful information, admirably presented, 

concerning Australia, in which many of the facts may be gleaned from the numerous 

coloured illustrations and maps. The work is so arranged that all the important facts 

are easily accessible, and with the aid of numerous references related information 

may be quickly found. It provides both children in Australia and overseas with an 

opportunity to acquire knowledge of the country in an easily assimilated form. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT STAMP COLLECTING. Russell 
Bennett. Muller, 7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. 4 plates. 
An excellent guide for the young stamp collector, advocating thematic collecting 
as opposed to amassing a meaningless jumble of stamps or specialising in a narrow 
field, inevitably involving rareties beyond his reach. The meaning of thematic 
collection is simply illustrated by such a variety of subjects as animals, birds, land- 
scape, races, industries, historical figures, the arts, etc. Both the clear text and the 
plates are just what is needed to show the beginner how to set about his new hobby 


RIDE WITH THE SUN. An Anthology of Folk-tales and Stories from 
the United Nations. Edited by Harold Courlander for the United Womens’ 
Guild. Edmund Ward, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations by Roger Duvoisin. 

This collection of folk-tales and stories, one from each of the sixty United Nations, 

is as lively as it is representative. Each tale was chosen by the delegation of the country 

in question, and is accompanied by bibliographical notes which may be of use to the 

folklorist or librarian. The English into which they are translated is simple and vivid, 

and both style and subject matter are such as to interest the older reader as well as 


the child. 


NANSEN. Aubrey de Selincourt. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
172 pages. Illustrations by lan Ribbons. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
The author has succeeded in making Nansen’s second career, after the First World 
War, as an inspired humanitarian fighting for the suffering peoples of many nations— 
prisoners of war, Russian refugees, Armenians—as enthralling as his first, with its 
gallant and exciting journey (1888) on foot across Greenland and the epic voyage 
of the Fras: in 1802 across ‘the ron of the world’ which for Nansen ended in the long 
trck with a sing companion over the ice to Franz Josef Land. This simply-told story 
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FUN WITH STAMPS for the Younger Collector. Dianne Doubtfire and 
Kay Horowicz. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 136 pages. Illustrations by Artur 
Horowicz. 

An admirable introduction to stamp collecting, particularly suited to the young 

beginner. It gives advice on how to sort out the stamps and what is particularly 

important, how to handle the individual stamp and build it into the collection. 

It further develops ideas of how to shape collections into themes, types of stamps or 

whatever appeals to the taste of the individual. The numerous illustrations are not 

only amusing but serve to amplify the text. 


THROUGH AN OPERA GLASS. Irene Gass. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1957. 
20 cm. 160 pages. 12 plates. Index. 

Miss Gass, who has had wide experience of teaching music and is a lover of opera, 
in this book tries, on the whole successfully, to convey her enthusiasm to children 
in their early teens. She gives a summary of operatic history, with emphasis on the 
changes in the dramatic handling of music in the last 300 years. Some of her judge- 
ments are shrewd, and her suggestions that children should participate in opera as a 
living art deserve study by musical parents and teachers. 


HOW TO PLAY CRICKET. Alf Gover. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 
Obl. 22-5 cm. Illustrations (some in colour) by Leonard Hagerty. Paper covers. 
(Puffin Picture Books) 

An excellent introduction to cricket for the boy of nine or over. Without encouraging 

the young player to be too ambitious, the author succeeds in presenting a clear picture 

of the essentials of sound play, with especial emphasis on footwork for the batsman 
and rhythm for the bowler. The game’s finer points are explained in simple language, 
and besides the ground usually covered there are useful hints on umpiring and setting 
the field. The drawings and diagrams are particularly well designed and informative. 


NEW CLOTHES FOR THE EMPEROR. Loosely based on the story 
by Hans Andersen. Nicholas Stuart Gray. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. cloth; 
48. paper covers. 1957. 19 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations by Joan Jefferson Farjeon. 

The celebrated story of the emperor’s invisible clothes is the basis of this play, but its 
plot contains a good deal of original material besides. There is a magic ring with its 
attendant evil and benevolent genii, the mystery of the emperor’s long-lost son, a pair 
of genial vagabonds and a number of richly comic courtiers. It is a thoroughly enter- 
taining play for children up to twelve. The author is an adept in his medium and 
writes with a delightful blend of humour and fantasy. 


EXPLORING THE PACIFIC. L. F. Hobley. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1957. 
21°$ cm. 76 pages. Illustrations by the author and G. Randall. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. ( Methuen’s Outlines) 

This outline narrates clearly and in some detail the history of the Pacific Ocean, 

beginning with the carly navigations which culminated in the remarkable voyages 

of the Polynesians. Then follows a good summary of the European navigators from 

Magellan to La Pérouse, and finally a brief survey of events in the 19th and 20th 

centuries. A special point is made of relating the progress of exploration not only 

to the course of international politics but also to the physical and meteorological 
conditions of the great ocean. Brief reference is made to the work of missionaries. 
and to the attraction which the Pacific has exercised on men of letters. The book 
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ARCTIC WHALING ADVENTURES. Michael Hyde. Oxford University 
Press, 78.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 126 pages. Illustrations. 

For centuries Europe depended on the Arctic whale—for bone, soap and lubricant. 

This little book, which should appeal to boys between 11 and 15, tells much of the 

old whaling life. Not only is the work described, but there are extracts from first- 

hand accounts of the northern fishery, some of the best of which belong to the age 

of Elizabeth I. The book is accurate in detail, and to be commended. 


MEN OF COURAGE: Bunyan, Wilson, Penn, Lister, Shaftesbury, 
Grenfell. Howard Jones. Bell, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 188 pages. 6 illustrations. 
2 maps. Bibliography. 
The six biographies in this book are new versions of programmes written by the 
author for the B.B.C. Children’s Hour. The subjects are John Bunyan, preacher and 
author of Pilgrim’s Progress; William Penn the ‘Archquaker’, founder of Pennsylvania; 
Joseph Lister, founder of antiseptic surgery; Lord Shaftesbury, who led the move- 
ment against child-labour in factories and mines; Edward Wilson, doctor and 
explorer, who died with Scott in the Antarctic; and Edward Grenfell, who gave up 
a medical career in England to face danger and hardship among the fishermen of 
Labrador. Well-written, stirring, and at times very moving, these stories should find 
favour with thoughtful children of thirteen and over. 


ARGENTINA. George Pendle. Black, 7s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations 
(1 in colour). Map. Index. (Lands and Peoples Series) 

A well-known writer, broadcaster and authority on South America contributes this 
volume on Argentina, of special interest for the 10-13 year-old reader. The various 
regions of the country and its people are simply and entertainingly described, and 
the historical background includes vivid accounts of the period of Spanish rule, the 
ill-fated English invasions, the liberator San Martin, the gauchos and the transformation 
of the pampa, and the recent development of Buenos Aires and the frontier districts. 
There are two chapters on the Falkland Islands and the Perén régime, and a useful 
appendix of factual information. 


THE WANDERING MOON. James Reeves. New edition. Heinemann, 

9s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by Edward Ardizzone. 
There have been very few writers since Walter de la Mare whose poetry is simple 
enough to be immediately understood and enjoyed by children and is yet excellent 
verse in itself. Mr. Reeves’ poems seem to find the natural voice for the jokes and 
fantasies of childhood. Children between seven and twelve will get a great deal of 
pleasure from his witty and fantastic rhymes, which are as rich in metaphor as they 
are ingenious in versification. This reprint is charmingly illustrated by Edward 
Ardizzone. 
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
